We observe with interest and approval that a con- 
siderable number of the delegates to the International 
Peace Conference have arranged t6 pay a visit to the 
great ordnance works of the Krupps at Essen after their 
labors at The Hague are completed. This is entirely 
proper and becoming. One unmistakable result of the 
deliberations at The Hague has been to emphasize the 
fact that international peace is predicated upon the exis- 
tence of the organized physical force necessary to main- 
tain it. The proposition that peace can be preserved by 
reducing nations to a state of impotence by abolishing 
or curtailing their armaments has been rejected by the 
assemblage at The Hague, and that rejection was mani- 
festly prompted by an intelligent conviction that it is 
the nation in arms rather than the nation unarmed that 
is most secure against the peril of war. This under- 
standing on the-part of the visiting delegates will be 
further enlightened by their observations at Essen. They 
will find in that singularly peaceable and flourishing in- 
dustrial communiiy a wondrous output of implements of 
war designed in the first and highest sense to discourage 
war. ‘They will observe also that the vast establishment 
of the Krupps, while devoted principally to the making of 
implements for military use, is one of the most potent 
agencies in the development of German genius and en- 
ergy in the enterprises of peace. For in the great construc- 
tive plants assembled there the visitors will discover one 
of the splendid training schools of mechanics and nginery 
which contribute almost incalculably to the industrial 
und economic progress of the German Empire. The pro- 
ductions of the Krupps have contributed so largely to 
the prevention of war that if it were in order we should 
be tempted to suggest that when the next international 
peace conference is held—if ever—it be called to meet at 
Essen, 
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Our friends of the daily press are evidently amiss in 
their criticisms upon the action of Rear Admiral Good- 
rich, commandant of the New York Navy Yard, in send- 
ing a cireular letter to Navy officers suggesting that they 
write to the Senators and Representatives from their re- 
spective states asking them to support the proposed bill 
to inerease the pay of the Navy and Army. As pointed 
cut in these columns last week, what Admiral Goodrich 
did was in compliance with a suggestion from one of 
the authors of the bill, and there was nothing secret nor 
underhanded in the proceeding, as all who read the 
ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL know. Some of the daily 
newspapers, however, convinced themselves that it was 
in the nature of lobbying and in view of their hasty and 
inconsiderate criticism the circular was promptly with- 
drawn by Admiral Goodrich. Many members of Con- 
gress have from time to time explained that the reason 
why there has been no revision of the Army and Navy 
pay tables was that the two Services had never got to- 
gether and agreed upon a schedule acceptable to all in- 
terests and that in the absence of such an agreement 
legislation on the pay question had been held in abey- 
ance. At last, however, such an agreement has been 
established, and it has been indorsed by the President, 
the War Department, the Navy Department and by 
many distinguished officers of the Services to which it 
relates. Admiral Goodrich’s circular letter was mani- 
festly prompted solely by a proper desire that the fact 
that the proposed bill is satisfactory to all interests 
might be brought to the notice of as many members of 
Congress as possible. 
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An accomplished and experienced officer of the Army 
writes as follows: “I have read with great interest your 
remarks in recent numbers of the JouRNAL on General 
Daggett’s speech in Portland—as well as his two letters. 





I am sorry that I did not hear the speech, because I am 
consequently unable to say whether he was correctly re- 
ported by the newspapers. I was at Fort Leavenworth 
when the enlisted men set fire to a saloon building in the 
town of Leavenworth and created a riot in July, 1902. I 
believe, therefore, I have seen enough to enable me to judge, 
at Jeast in a casual way, of the effect of the canteen upon 
the Army. I am unqualifiedly in favor of the canteen. I 
may say in passing that my observation of the effect of 
the prohibition law in the state of Maine makes me doubt 
its value, for I have seen as many if not more drunken 
men there than in places that had no prohibition law. 
However, it may cause the average man to save the money 
he would otherwise spend in drink. I admire both your 
position with respect to the canteen and to General Dag- 
gett’s speech and letters. I believe the Australian ballot 
on the canteen would show just the opposite of what he 
states, if it can be believed that officers would make false 
statements in a matter from which they cannot possibly 
derive any pecuniary gain.’’ Another officer writes: “I 
am glad to note what you say about General Daggett’s 
criticism of his fellow soldiers. I know him well. He is 
a good soldier all right, but he is plumb off on the canteen 
proposition and has undoubtedly said things he should not 
have said about those who do not share his views. Ninety 
per cent. of the Army are with you.” 
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The re-establishment of the Army canteen has been 
made the subject of no little discussion and comment, 
both by officers and citizens, and in this connection there 
is even more reason for a canteen in the Navy than in 
the Army. A man serving afloat, as do most of the en- 
listed personnel of the Navy, is more or less confined to 
the limits of a ship, especially during long cruises, and 
eannot get ashore as often as can the soldier visit the 
town in the vicinity of his post. In regard to this sub- 
ject an officer of high rank is reported to have made the 
following comment, which may be said to be one of the 
most reasonable that has yet appeared: “As a measure 
to promote temperance among soldiers in the Army, to 
reduce the well established ills entailed by the prohibi- 
tion of the sale of beer in post exchanges, and to relieve 
soldiers of an oppressive and ill-advised law, the restora- 
tion to post exchanges of authority to sell beer to sol- 
diers when such refreshment is desired, is recommended. 
It is admitted that mankind would be better off if it 
drank less alechol, and that indulgence in alcoholic 
drinks should not be encouraged, for over indulgence is 
not wholesome for mind, body or personal posses¢’ons. 
But the canteen, as it formerly existed in the Resular 
Army, couducted in accordance with the regulations, was 
an institution which actually promoted practical tem- 
perance, and in addition, it added to the contentment of 
soldiers, and in this way aided discipline.” 
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Capt. Ephraim G. Peyton, 18th U.S. Infantry, con- 
tends that an increase in the Infantry arm of the mili- 
tary establishment, as recommended by many officers of 
large experience, would be most helpful, not merely to 
the Army itself, but to the National Guard as well. 
“If our Regular Army is not sufliciently strong in case 
of emergency,” says Captain Peyton in a thoughtful 
article which he has published in the Mobile Register, 
“then the National Guard must be hastily recruited, 
hurriedly mobilized and rushed unprepared on the field 
of battle to sacrifice in the endeavor to gain time for, 
the second line of battle to prepare. The enemy’s strength 
and aggressiveness may be such as to demand that the 
second line be rushed untrained and unprepared to the 
scene of action to gain time for a third line to prepare 
itself to take the field. Many lives will be uselessly 
sacriticed by thus fighting our forces in detail. Our mili- 
tary power will be sadly weakened and the war indefi- 
nitely prolonged. Billions of dollars have been expended 
by our Government for pensions, and in my opinion 
the enormity of our pension rolls is due to our national 
policy of requiring an untrained and unprepared citizen 
soldiery to bring our wars to a successful close.” 
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While general conditions in Cuba are far from satis- 
factory, either from the civil or military viewpoint, the 
likelihood of any revolutionary movement worthy of the 
name seems to have disappeared entirely. The civil 
government, with Governor Magoon at its head, and the 
American military authorities have both made it per- 
fectly clear to all hands that any such movement would 
be perilous to its instigators and doomed to ignominious 
failure from the very outset. To the reckless adventurers 
disposed to engage in such a foolhardy enterprise the 
Havana Post gives this timely admonition: “As far as 
uprisings in Cuba are concerned to those who do not 
know it, one has about as much chance in Cuba under 
the present conditions as a snowball would in inferno. 
Any movement would result in little more than a relief 
from the monotony of camp life, a very welcome condi- 
tion to the rural guards who have not had the scent of 
blood since a year ago, and as for the American soldier, 
let it be known that he is always spoiling for a fight 
anyway.” 
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Brig. Gen. James B. Aleshire, Q.M.G., U.S.A., in his 
annual report enters a timely and temperate protest 
against the practice of cutting down estimates for the 
Quartermaster’s Department after they have been care- 
fully prepared by officers familiar with the affairs of the 
Department and responsible for their economic adminis- 





tration. He says: “Q.M. Gen. Thomas S. Jesup, in his 
annual report for the fiscal year ending June 30, 1858, 
.ter an experience of forty years in the administration 
of the Department, said: ‘It is bad economy to cut 
down estimates. If the appropriations be more than 
required for the Service, the portions not wanted will re- 
main in the Treasury; but if they be less, and supplies 
be necessarily purchased on credit, higher prices will 
always be charged in proportion to the uncertainty of 
the time of payment. I am sure that if we had the 
money for the Utah service on the 1st of January, which 
we did not receive until May, from $200,000 to $300,000, 
perhaps more, would have been saved in the three items 
of horses, mules and grain.’ Additional experiences of 
nearly fifty years and several lessons many times more 
costly than the one cited by General Jesup show the 
wisdom of his remarks and prove his reasoning sound.” 
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Brig. Gen. James Allen, Chief Signal Officer, U.S.A., 
in his annual report, the salient features of which we 
have already published, notes with some regret that at 
present there is no uniform practice in forming and 
handling signal troops, and the necessity for some au- 
thoritative regulations has been imperatively felt for 
some time. Under orders from the Secretary of War, 
the manuscript for such drill regulations has been pre- 
pared and tested by the faculty and student officers of 
the Signal School during the past year for tentative and 
provisional publication until such time as experience at 
the Signal School, at Signal Corps posts, and elsewhere 
may justify its reissue in permanent form. Through 
the co-operation of the United States Staff College and 
the Infantry and Cavalry School with the Signal School, 
a series of terrain exercises, staff rides, and maneuvers 
has been sapen sane which, it is believed, has resulted 
not only in th utual benefit and instruction of the 
student officers of the three schools, but also has demon- 
strated a permanent advance in the tactical methods of 
handling and controlling troops in campaign through 
field lines of information and control. 
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From Omaha, Neb., Robt. BE. Eskildson, M.D., who 
served for four years during the Civil War, writes us, 
saying: ‘My mind has been stirred up considerably by 
the objections that certain parties are bringing forward 
against the departure of our battleship fleet for the Pa- 
cific coast. In the JourRNAL of Sept. 21, 1907, appears 
an article written by a Mexican editor for the Boston 
Herald, in which he related as a fact that the Japanese 
have two generals and between 7,000 and 8,000 ex-Japan- 
ese soldiers in Mexico, who, in case of trouble with the 
United States, would invade our country on the southern 
border fully armed for war; besides this they have from 
$0,000 to 40,000 men on the Pacific coast. In the face of 
all this, I say, let the fleet go. Our President is right in 
sending it; he is right in sending as commanders of the 
battleships the very best men we have, and when the fleet 
arrives out there on the western sea, keep it there. Our 
artillerymen on the Atlantic seaboard, aided by our sub- 
marines, can safely guard our coast until we build a fleet 
of Dreadnoughts. Do this and Japan and all other would- 
be trouble makers will subside. If they don’t, we will 
make them.” 
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Lieut. Hugh M. Kelly, 26th U.S. Infantry, proposes 
a method of protecting the Army uniform from misuse 
by those not entitled to wear it, which he believes would 
be thoroughly effective. He would simply take all uni- 
forms away from the discharged man and in addition 
to paying gll clothing money due, would give him a 
civilian suit not exceeding fifteen dollars in cost or com- 
mutation to that sum. A military prisoner on release 
from confinement receives a ten dollar suit of clothing— 
why should not an honorably discharged soldier receive 
similar consideration? Of course to give the discharged 
soldier a fifteen dollar suit would be the same as adding 
fifteen dollars to his clothing account, but it is held that 
the saving to the Government on clothing unlawfully 
disposed of under the present system would more than 
offset the increase. ‘The scheme here proposed for deal- 
ing with the much vexed clothing question,” says Lieu- 
tenant Kelly in the Journal of the U.S. Infantry As- 
sociation, “is believed to be the only solution” of the 
problem.” 
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Brig. Gen. Earl D. Thomas, U.S.A., commanding the 
Department of the Colorado, heartily agrees with those 
other Army officers who favor the creation of a general 
service corps to perform the purely non-military work 
now required of enlisted men. ‘No one who is familiar 
with our wants and necessities in the fighting line of the 
Army,” says General Thomas in an official report on 
the subject, “donbts for a moment the propriety or 
wholesome necessity for such a corps, organized upon 
proper lines and manned and managed under approved 
regulations.” 
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A correspondent pleads for the passage of a bill for the 
retirement of enlisted men, which shall provide that here- 
after in computing the required period of service for the 
retirement of enlisted men all service during the war 
with Spain shall be counted double. “This,” our cor- 
respondent says, “would only add some eleven months to 
a few old faithful fellows trying so hard to get in the 
long thirty years.” 
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REPORT OF THE SURGEON GENERAL, U.S.A. 


Brig. Gen. Robert M. O’Reilly, Surgeon General, U.S. 
A., states in his annual report that the mean enlisted 
strength of the Army, American troops, white and col- 
ored, for the year 1906, as reported on the monthly sick 
reports of the medical department, was 56,443, and on 
the returns to the Adjutant General’s office 58,572. The 
former represents the strength of the commands from 
which the sick returns were made and was used in cal- 
culating all ratios except those for deaths and discharges. 
As all deaths and discharges were reported, even of those 
absent from a command, the total strength as obtained 
from the Adjutant General was used in calculating ratios 
pertaining to those headings. The total number of admis- 
sions to sick report was 72,071, equal to an admission 
rate of 1,276.88, compared with 1,295.97 for the previous 
year and 1,833.11 for the septennial period 1898 to 1904. 
There were 358 deaths from all causes, equivalent to a 
rate of 6.11 per 1,000 of strength, compared with 6.28 
und 14.62 per 1,000, the corresponding rates for the pre- 
vious year and the period from 1898 to 1904, respectively. 
The death rate for disease, 3.28, is the lowest attained 
since the occupation of tropical countries, and compares 
favorably with the rates prior to 1898. For disability 
there were 1,523 men discharged, equal to a rate of 26 
per 1,000 of strength, compared with 25 per 1,000 for 
the preceding year and 22.81 for the septennial period 
1898 to 1904. The constantly non-effective rate of 49.79 
for the year was a slight increase compared with 48.93, 
the non-effective rate for the preceding year. 

It appears that venereal diseases were again by far the 
most important factor affecting the efficiency of the Army 
during the year. These diseases had the high admission 
and non-effective rates of 190.44 and 13.09, respectively, 
compared with 200.34 and 12.47, the corresponding rates 
for the previous year. The discharge rate, 3.06 against 
3.41, was slightly less than during 1905, but the constant- 
ly non-effective rate was increased from 12.47 in 1905 to 
13.09 during the past year. There were constantly on 
sick report for this class of diseases 739 men, equal to the 
loss for the entire year of the Service of about 11 full 
companies of infantry. After venereal diseases in order 
of admission were malarial fevers, the rates for which 
were materially increased compared with those for the 
previous year. The rates for admission and non-effective- 
ness rose from 88.85 and 1.85 per 1,000 in 1905 to 107.67 
and 2.30, respectively, for 1906; the discharge and death 
rates remained practically the same as for the preceding 
year. Next in order of importance were the diarrheal 
affections, the admission rate for which was 101.66 per 
1,000 compared with 84.67 for the previous year ; the non- 
effective rate for this class of diseases, however, was less 
than for 1905. Bronchitis, with an admission rate of 
42.05 for the year, showed an improvement compared 
with the rate for the previous year. While the rate of 
admission for alcoholism of 31.22 per 1,000 was slightly 
in excess of the corresponding rate for the preceding year, 
the death rate from that cause was but a third of the 
mortality rate recorded in 1905. The non-effective rate 
compares favorably with that for the previous year. 

As a cause of death tuberculosis again led, with a rate 
of 0.77 per 1,000, compared with 0.68, the corresponding 
rate for 1905. Typhoid fever was second. The mortality 
from this disease, however, showed to advantage com- 
pared with the two preceding years, the respective rates 
being 0.26, 0.29, and 0.33 per 1,000. Pneumonia, with a 
death rate of 0.24, showed a decided improvement, as the 
rate for the previous year was 0.32. The mortality rate 
for diarrheal diseases was not quite half as great as for 
1905, the rates being 0.09 and 0.20, respectively. Tuber- 
culosis led as the cause of discharge for disability, with a 
rate of 3.11 for the year per 1,000 of strength of the 
Army; venereal disease was second, with a rate of 3.06; 
defects of vision third, with a rate of 2.44, and organic 
disease of the heart fourth, with a rate of 1.35. There 
were 229 admissions for gunshot wounds, with 65 deaths, 
and 2.953 admissions for wounds other than gunshot, with 
12 deaths. Twenty-one enlisted men were killed in ac- 
tion and 78 wounded, of whom five died as a result of 
their wounds and one committed suicide. Of the killed 
16 were by gunshot and 5 by bolo. There were 38 deaths 
from drowning, 10.6 per cent. of the total deaths from 
all causes, a slight increase compared with the proportion 
of last year. Thirty-nine suicides and 9 homicides were 
recorded during the year, compared with 31 and 20, re- 
spectively, the corresponding figures for 1905. There were 
three admissions for snake bite in the year 1906, with no 
fatal result. : : 

The mean strength of officers during the year, including 
American officers of Philippine Scouts and the Porto 
Rican Regiment, was 3,413, as obtained from the returns 
of the Medical Department, and 3,710 from the Adjutant 
General. There were 2,373 admissions, 18 deaths, and 
116.67 constantly non-effective from all causes, equal to 
ratios of 695.28, 4.85 and 34.18, respectively, compared 
with 621.40, 6.15 and 29.38, the corresponding rates for 
the preceding year, and 665.30, 7.08 and 31.25 for the 
year 1904. The admission and non-effective rates for the 
past year were slightly higher than for 1905, but the 
death rate showed a material improvement. For disease 
the highest admission rates were as follows: Diarrhea 
and enteritis, 63.28; malaria, 62.12: bronchitis, 34.28, 
and inflvenza, 24.90. The highest death rates were caused 
by pneumonia, 1.08; cancer, 0.54; chronic nephritis, 0.27, 
and organic heart disease, 0.27; and the highest non-effec- 
tive rates by tuberculosis, 3.12; dysentery, 2.08; diarrhea 
and enteritis, 1.42, and malaria, 1.33. There were five 
deaths from wounds and one from drowning. 

Taking the Army as a whole, Alaska as usual had the 
lowest admission and constantly non-effective rates, and, 
next to Cuba, the lowest discharge and total loss rates. 
The discharge, death, total loss, and, next to Alaska, the 
constant non-effective rates, were lower in Cuba than in any 
other country where American troops were serving. The 
United States proper had the highest discharge rate, but, 
next to Cuba, the lowest death rate, and the lowest death 
rate for disease which has been heretofore recorded. The 
Philippine Islands had as usual the highest admission, 
death, and constantly non-effective rates, and al] the rates 
were a little higher than for 1905. The rates for Hawaii 
were not as good as for last year. 

As for the “influence of arm of service,” omitting the 
Ordnance Department on account of their small number 
and the special character of their services, the admission 
rate was highest in the Field Artillery and lowest in the 
Hospital Corps, while the death rate was highest in the 
Infantry and lowest in the Engineers. By special dis- 
eases the Infantry had the highest rates for venereal af- 
fections and the Hospital Corps the lowest; the Coast 
Artillery had the highest rate for alcoholism and the low- 
est for dysentery and typhoid fever; the Field Artillery 
had the lowest rate for alcoholism and the highest for 
malaria; the Engineers had the highest rate for typhoid 
fever; the Hospital Corps the highest for dysentery and 
tuberculosis; and the Engineers the lowest for tubercu- 


losis. The Infantry had 15 men killed in action and 75 
wounded, giving ratios of 0.65 and 3.37 per 1,000, respec- 
tively; four of the wounded died as a result of their 
wounds. The Cavalry had five killed and one wounded, 
ratios 0.43 and 0.09, and the Hospital Corps one killed 
and two wounded, one of whom died from the effects of 
his wound. Twenty-one enlisted men were killed in ac- 
tion and seventy-eight wounded, of whom five died as a 
result of their wounds and one committed suicide. Of the 
killed, sixteen were by gunshot and five by bolo. The 
three officers wounded by gunshot were returned to duty; 
one officer lost vision of the left eye by being wounded 
with a piece of rock while in action. 

On the question of the canteen the Surgeon General 
says: “The high admission rate of 30.22 per 1,000 men 
recorded in 1905 for alcoholism was increased to 32.27 in 
1906; the other rates remained about the same, except 
the death rate, which was greatly diminished. This office 
concurs in the opinion expressed by most medical officers 
of the Army that the abolition of the sale of beer in post 
exchanges has had much to do with the increase of ve- 
nereal diseases and alcoholism in the Army by driving 
the soldiers to disreputable resorts outside of the post and 


beyond the control of the post authorities.” i"

William Colby Rucker, P.H. and M.H.S. An un- 
usually large number of excerpts and comments from for- 
eign military medical journals are presented: valuable 
editorials upon the hygiene of burial on the battlefield and 
typhoid fever in the city of Washington are followed by 
a detailed statement of the points of interest awaiting the 
members of the Association of Military Surgeons at their 
annual meeting at the Jamestown Exposition ; interesting 
news items are presented concerning the award of the Em- 
press Marie Feodorovna prizes, the new Army identifica- 
tion tag and other features. In short, the October num- 
ber of this excellent periodical comes more nearly than 
any other issue we have yet seen to fully supplying the 
wants of the naval and military medical officer. 
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First Class Pvt. Arthur R. Eccles, Co. K, Signal Corps, 
U.S.A., found guilty by a G.C.M. at Fort Gibbon, Alaska, 
of the charge of embezzlement, was sentenced to be dis- 
honorably discharged from the Service, forfeiting all pay 
and allowances and to be confined at hard labor for two 
years. Major General Greely, in reviewing the case, said: 
“The sentence is approved, but in view of the unanimous 
recommendation of the members of the court, the attend- 
ant circumstances of the case, and his previous good con- 
duct, the sentence is mitigated to confinement at hard la- 
bor at the post where his company may be serving, for 
a period of six months, and forfeiture of his pay during 
that period. As thus mitigated, the sentence will be duly 
executed. In their unanimous recommendation, the mem- 
bers of the court set forth, in extenuation of the offense, 
a most deplorable condition of affairs as regards the su- 
pervision of the telegraph station at Chena, Alaska. It 
appears from the records that no money accounts were 
rendered by the accused at Chena for five consecutive 

: months, and that during this period the station was not 
visited by any officer. Apparently, no inquiries were 
made, by telegraph or otherwise, as to the forwarding of 
telegraph accounts or the remittance of money, nor was 
any supervision as to money or accounts exercised by the 
Signal Corps officer stationed at the headquarters of the 
telegraph section. Drunkenness, absence from station, 
and neglect of duty are proven, but, as the court unani- 
mously stated, the records were not falsified, and there 
was no intent of embezzlement. There is no direct affir- 
mative evidence, beyond that contained in the statement 
of the soldier, that any money was misapplied.” 
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In a memorandum for the use of Capt. Monroe Craw- 
ford Kerth, 23d Inf., Sept. 26, 1907, Col. Philip Reade 
said: “Officers serving with troops should know, prac- 
tically, how to properly cook what is obtainable for sol- 
diers to eat. This fact is along the lines of an oft-re- 
peated assertion, to wit: ‘The best officer is the one who 
knows all of the duties of every position subordinate to 
his own, plus some of the duties of higher grade.” If 
you can secure a-six weeks’ course for officers at the 
cooking school at Fort Riley, such would improve your 
value as 4 company officer; indeed, I wish that you 
would. You are at liberty to so quote me. Three es- 
sentials of human life are: air, without which we cannot 
live five minutes; sleep, without which we cannot live 
five days any more than we can without food. Water is 
included under the last item. A definition of genius, 
talent and ability is this: It takes talent to order a 
meal; genius is requisite in order to cook a dinner; 
ability, merely, is necessary to eat a dinner, Learn, 
———— Kerth, how to not be dependent upon a hired 
cook.” 
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In a letter on the subject of naming battleships, which

An example of the material which the sensational 
press sometimes uses as the text for scare heads and 
loud talk about war between the United States and 
Japan appears in the following unofficial report given 
out in Washington: “When the Colorado, West Virginia, 
Maryland and Pennsylvania were cruising recently in 
Chinese waters off Chefoo four Jap battleships were 
sighted. On one of the American vessels an officer was 
heard to caution a junior officer to keep close watch on 
the Japanese. His idea was to prevent a collision, but 
the enlisted men ‘knew’ it meant war. Suddenly the 
American admiral gave orders to clear ships. Then the 
tars went to work with a vim. ‘Two minutes later there 
were some powerfully disgusted sailormen on the Ameri- 
ean ships. The admiral had cleared ships for target 
practice.” 
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Brig. Gen. Thomas H. Barry, U.S.A., commanding the 
Army of Cuban Pacification, displays a degree of solici- 
tude for the comfort and welfare of the troops of his 
command which observers note with hearty approval. 
Commenting on this subject the Havana Post remarks: 
“General Barry is every day giving more and more evi- 
dence of being just the right kind of a general to be in 
charge of troops sent to a foreign and tropical climate. 
He always keeps something going on. Every kind of 
clean sport is encouraged by him because he knows it 
will keep up the interest of the men and cause them to 
forget the inconvenience and discomforts they suffer 
away from their home land. In this way he keeps them 
in a cheerful mood.” 
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Major Danie] E. McCarthy, U.S.A., Chief Q.M., De- 
partment of Luzon, Philippines Division, is thus referred 
to by the Philippines Military Journal: “Major Mc- 
Carthy is a quartermaster, » quartermaster clerk, a post 
quartermaster sergeant—all combined in one. There is 
not a more energetic officer in the Quartermaster Depart- 
ment. He goes into details and passes generalities up; 
he does not sign papers without reading them, he does 
not take up a case without a thorough investigation— 
and no matter what the issue the doughty little Irish- 
man is always there with the goods.” 
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The many who know and honor Rear Admiral George 
W. Melville, U.S.N., will be glad to learn that the report 
in the daily papers that he was suffering from insomnia is 
not correct. He is troubled with a slight affection of the 
heart, and, by the advice of his physician, sought the 
quiet of a hospital until his trouble was allayed. Other- 
wise the Admiral is in better physical condition than he 
was five years ago. As Admiral Melville was born Jan. 
10, 1841, there is still an interval of nearly six years be- 
fore he will reach his seventy-second birthday, during 
which interval we hope that he will have a vigorous and 
joyous life, with many years yet to follow. 
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The British military authorities are highly pleased with 
the results of the recent army maneuvers on Salisbury 
Plain. The men took their privations in a soldier-like 
spirit, and their conduct was beyond all praise. Indeed, 
on both sides, the exemplary behavior of the men, their 
qualities of endurance and their immunity from sickness, 
were one of the most encouraging features of the maneu- 
vers. At the luncheon at Wilton, Lord Methuen said 
there had been no pneumonia, no rheumatics, and no 
bronchitis, while only eight men went to Netley out of 
20,000, and only ninety men had to lay up for a day or 
two. 
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First Lieuts. Marcus Covell and John J. A. Clark, of 
the Philippine Scouts, are veterans of the Civil War. 
Lieutenant Covell served for nineteen months and six- 
teen days as private of Battery C, N.Y. Heavy Artillery, 
re-entering the Service as Q.M. sergeant, 39th U.S. In- 
fantry, Sept. 15, 1899. Lieutenant Clark served for two 
years, two months and seven days as private in the 135th 
and the 151st Indiana Volunteers. He also served four 
terms of enlistment in the Regular Army previous to the

The condition of our Army is indicated by the official 
statement by the adjutant of the 23d Infantry, Capt. D. 
B. Devore, U.S.A., that on Sept. 21 the number of men 
then in the regiment who will necessarily go to the Phil- 
ippines, sailing Feb. 5, 1908, amount altogether to fifty- 
three sergeants, sixty-two corporals, two cooks and nine- 
teen privates, a noble total of 136 enlisted men. Four 
companies have no cooks or privates, five have only one 
private; one, two; one, three, and one, ten. 
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The French Admiralty have announced their intentions 
with regard to their shipbuilding program for 1908. Only 
ten torpedoboats and five submarines will be laid down, 
the Admiralty being determined to concentrate their ef- 
forts on the completion of the six battleships provided for 
in the program of 1906. These vessels are not expected 
to be ready before the beginning of 1911. There are al- 
ready under construction thirty-two torpedoboat destroy- 
ers and fifty-one submarines. 


A correspondent says: “I wish you would some day 
put in a plea for the older officers. Look at Admiral 
Luce; at Admiral Porter as he was when he died seven- 
ty-eight years old, and as fine a mind as anyone wants, 
and as brisk. Wait till these same young officers are in 
the position of our efficient older ones now, and see if 
they will be such zealous advocates of cutting off every 
captain.” 
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The Russian Admiralty has, according to a cable des- 
patch from St. Petersburg, decided to build homogeneous 
squadrons, consisting of four battleships, eight cruisers 
and the requisite number of torpedoboats and ‘other craft. 
The plans for the first squadron are now being prepared. 
The British battleship Dreadnought has been established 
as a standard, it is said. 
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An officer in renewing his subscription says: “We feel 
that it is impossible to deny ourselves the comfort and

ADMIRAL COGHLAN APPROVES. 


Rear Admiral Joseph B. Coghlan, U.S.N., is quoted in 
an interview published in the New York American as 
heartily approving the sending of the battleship fleet to 
the Pacific. The interview is in part as follows: 

“Washington is well aware that Japan is straining 
every resource in preparation for war, despite the protes- 
tations of friendship we hear from certain sources. The 
lan to mobilize a great fleet in Pacific waters is the 
best strategic move for peace which could possibly have 
been taken, and shows the necessity for more ships. To 
duplicate the United States Navy would cost far less than 
to maintain a six-months’ war with Japan or any for- 
midable foreign power. : 

“An appropriation of $150,000,000 would build and 
equip twenty modern battleships and give us the greatest 
navy in the world—a sea-fighting strength that would pre- 
clude all possibility of menace to the commerce or the 
land possessions of the country. 

“The nraintaining of a powerful ocean patrol on the 
Pacific is as necessary to the United States as a substan- 
tial life insurance policy is to the dependent family that 
is husbanded by no other protection. A constant state of 
preparedness on the part of both the Navy and Army will 
be more effective in preserving peace than a dozen peace 
conferences. 

“In: the mere matter of dollars and cents, $150,000,000 
weuld more than build twenty new battleships of the 
Dreadnought type and fit them with the latest appliances. 
This would give the United States the greatest navy 
afloat—just what it ought to have. 

“From Admiral Dewey down, the officers of the Navy 
who have been actively interested in promoting its efli- 
ciency for the last twenty-five years will tell you that had 
the government provided for the increases that were urged 
by the old policy board, there would have been no Span- 
ish-American war, Spain would have been afraid to pro- 
voke a conflict. : 

“I cannot see any reason why the same philosophy 
should not apply to the present situation.” 
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It has been found necessary to divide the officers or- 
dered to take the practice ride from Fort Myer on Oct. 8. 
Sixty oflicers detailed to staff positions were included in 
the order for the ride. As the ride begins at 2 p.m, the 
Department would be left without its working force for 
the rest of the day. Half of the officers will ride on the 
Sth and the rest on the following day. Major William 
H. Arthur and Major Francis A. Winter have been con- 
ducting the physical examination of the officers during the 
week at the Army Medical Museum. Every officer has 
been weighed, his lungs, heart and kidneys examined, the 
former with the stethoscope, and the muscles of the thighs 
and legs examined. ‘The examination has been practically 
the same as that given enlisted men, except that those ex- 
amined have been required to strip only to the waist. One 
officer weighing 270 pounds and another who is obliged 
to wear steel braces because of a severe wound in one leg, 
have been reported as not qualified to ride. The rest 
have been passed. General Duvall will ride at the head 
of the column both days and set the pace. The officers 
will ride by twos and there will be no bugle calls. “It 
is to be a gentleman’s ride,’ said General Duvall, speak- 
ing of the arrangements, “and there will be no frills on it. 
The officers are friendly to the idea of practice rides and 
they will enjoy this one. I shall comply with the order 
in setting the pace, but there is nothing in prospect that 
anyone would not willingly undergo almost any time for 
the pleasure of it. Practice rides are an every-day affair 
in the Army staffs in Europe. In France, Germany, Aus- 
tria and Italy you will see Army officers out every day on 
splendid mounts, taking a two hours’ ride. ‘They can fix 
their own time and route and pace, but the ride must be 
taken. ‘There can be no question that such riding here 
would be a good thing, and many think that instead of a 
practice ride every two years there should be one every 
six months at jeast.” ‘The route has not been announced, 
but it is understood that Colonel Hatfield has been con- 
sulted and will indicate a pleasant fifteen miles over Vir- 
ginia roads back of Fort Myer. The officers riding the 
second day will not go over the same route taken by their 
predecessors the day before. The officers are not at all 
pleased with the facetious remarks designed to cast dis- 
credit on this test of endurance, especially the suggestion 
that as a corollary to it the President should require 
Navy officers to undergo a practice swim from shore to 
ship. 
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General surveys have been ordered in the case of the 
Raleigh and Cincinnati, which have been for five years 
in Asiatic waters and are in bad condition. Boilers and 
piping are practically worn out, and it will be a question 
whether to repair or throw the two out altogether. The 
Nebraska will leave the Puget Sound yard in a few 
days for her shaking down cruise, preparatory to making 
her acceptance trial, which will come off Dee. 1. The 
Navy Bureau of Medicine is pushing work on prepara- 
tions for the movement of the fleet to the Pacific. Drafts 
have been made of all needed Hospital Corps men for 
the ships, and the hospitals at Mare Island and Puget 
Sound are being put in readiness with a full supply of 
stores for prospective demands. The latter hospital is 
but partly built and new buildings are being erected 
now that will hardly be finished in time for the necessi- 
ties of the fleet when it gets on the other side. It is 
proposed to fit up the Relief so as to have sufficient ac- 
commodation, and if the fleet goes to Asiatic waters she 
would go along. After target practice at Magdalena 
Bay, the Colorado and Pennsylvania will go to the 
Puget Sound yard for repairs, and the West Virginia 
and Maryland, after they are repaired, will go to the 
Puget Sound yard to be docked, there being no dock 
at Mare Island that will accommodate them. 
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The target record of Sergt. Martin B. Dunbar, Co. E, 
4th U.S. Inf., is really unique. It is safe to say that few, 
if any, of the other crack shots of the Army have ever 
won as many medals as has Sergeant Dunbar, without 


numbering among them some of silver or bronze. Since 
1902, in department, division, Army and national compe- 
titions, Sergeant Dunbar has won six medals, all gold, 
as follows: 1. Department of Texas, 1902, Ist G.M.; 2. 
Department of Luzon, 1904, 1st G.M.; 3. Philippines Di- 
vision, 1905, 3d G.M.; 4. Army, 1906, 1st G.M.; 5. High- 
est Skirmish, National Individual, 1907, G.M.; 6. Fourth 
place, National Individual, 1907, G.M. In 1903, the 
movement of the 4th Infantry to the Philippines prevent- 
ed participation in competitions by members of the regi- 
ment, The gold medal, which goes with the transfer to 
the “Distinguished Marksman” class, came to Sergeant 
Dunbar in 1905, making a total of seven gold medals re-. 
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ceived by him for five years’ shooting. He was a mem- 
ber of the U.S. Infantry Team at Camp Perry this year 
and, with a score of 291, led the team. His service during 
all of this time has been in Company BE, 4th Infantry. 
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The experiments at Sandy Hook with sharp nosed bul- 
lets have proved satisfactory. Further tests are to be 
conducted under the direction of Capt. William A. Phil- 
lips, of the Ordnance Department. The sharp nosed bul- 
lets require a slight alteration in the rifle and a new grad- 
uation of the sight. Their advantage is that they cut the 
air more easily than the big nosed bullet and so describe 
a flatter trajectory, thus securing a certain gain in ac- 
curacy for the marksman, Presenting less resistance to 
the air than the old bullet and being lighter in front than 
behind, they may ultimately in case of defects in the 
rifling of the gun become hable to upset in their flight. 
Rut the gain is a distinct one in the avoidance of mis- 
judgment of the range. ‘The sharp nosed bullet weighs 
15U grains and the old one 22U. ‘he charge of powder 
is correspondingly lighter. ‘there is a falling off in mo- 
mentum, but at ordinary fighting ranges the bullet is ef- 
ficient. ‘The weight of forty rounds of such ammunition 
is considerably less than with the old bullets. ‘The point 
of the sharp bullet is about a sixteenth of an inch and the 
bullet tapers back slenderly, making a very pretty missile. 
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Major Gen. Leonard Wood is credited with the belief 
that the tour of duty in the Philippines should be in- 
creased froma two to five years and it is expected that he 
will recommend this change with some force. He urges 
that the enlisted men would like it as they get double 
time while on duty there as well as twenty per cent. bet- 
ter pay. If practice marches could be abolished there 
would be very little objection in the main against a five 
years’ tour in the islands. ‘The serious part of such a 
change would arise in case of an outbreak of epidemic or 
the inability of officers and men to withstand the hard- 
ships of a tropical climate for such a long period. Gen- 
eral Wood proposes as a remedy that a fine, strong post 
be made of Camp John Hay, so that men could be sent 
there for recuperation on occasion and the health of the 
army in the islands thus maintained. Camp John Hay 
is situated in Baguio, a mountainous location noted for 
its healthfulness, and there would be little difficulty in 
putting men in good condition there. ‘The principal 
source of trouble in keeping up good health appears in 
the southerly islands of the archipelago, where the con- 
ditions are wholly tropical and improvements are limited. 
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A Jamestown correspondent of the New York Evening 
Post says: ‘The warships lying here now permit visitors 
to come aboard at any time during the day, and there are 
launches running from piers on and near the Exposition 
grounds all day long carrying sight-seers out to the ships. 
A nominal charge is made for this service. All visitois 
are made welcome on the ships and petty officers are de- 
tailed to take parties about over them, from the fire-room 
to the fighting tops, explaining everything. The camp 
ef the detachment of Regulars inside the Exposition 
grounds is another place much sought by visitors. Nearly 
every day the troops are out on the parade ground either 
for the routine drills or for parade and review in honor 
of some distinguished visitor.” 
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There is some talk of leasing two or three transports 
for the San Francisco-Manila route, and negotiations 
with the Boston Steamship» Company for the Tremont 
are in progress. The transports to Manila and return 
have for months been crowded, and great disappointment 


has been experienced by officers and civil officials who 
desired to come home in their leaves and were unable to 
do so for want of accommodations. It is also said that 
the Quartermaster’s Department has been scouting for 
a possible transport service in the event of war, and it 
has been demonstrated that leases could be made that 
would enable ‘the Government to land 20,000 men a 
month in the Philippines. 
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After a trip across Maryland in the U.S. Army balloon, 
with which they have been experimenting, Capt. Charles 
deF’. Chandler, U.S.A., and J. C. McCoy, pilot, returned 
to Washington Oct. 1. The ascension is described as the 
most successful they have yet made, the balloon being 
carried eighty-seven miles across southeastern Maryland, 
Chesapeake Bay and nearly to the Atlantic Ocean. They 
managed to land in a clover patch at milking time near 
Princess Anne, Md., having maintained a rate of about 
eighteen miles an hour. Part of the time they were above 
the clouds, the highest elevation reached being 6,000 feet. 
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Surg. Gen. P. M. Rixey, U.S.N., is strongly in favor of 
having trained nurses employed in naval hospitals. In 
a speech in Washington several days ago, he stated that 
he would recommend his plan again to the next Congress. 
“We spend millions of dollars in building and equipping 
as fine hospitals as can be built,” he said. ‘‘We employ 
as able surgeons as can be employed, yet we have one de- 
fect in our medical system in the Navy, and that is the 
failure to employ an adequate corps of trained nurses. I 
have recommended this several times to Congress, and I 
am surprised that my recommendations have not been 
followed out.” 
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Lieut. Comdr. C. M. M. McCormick will leave in a 
few days for the naval station in the Philippines, where 
he is to be stationed as inspector of ordnance and powder 
at the naval magazine at the station. He will be ac- 
companied by a chemist recently allotted to the work, 
and on arrival will set up a chemical laboratory where 
may be tested all smokeless powders in use on the fleet 
on the Asiatic Station and also for the Army in the 
Philippines. At present all samples of powder over 
there must be sent to this country and tested at the 
Indian Head laboratories. 
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Clarence C. Riner, of Cheyenne, Wyo., who has twice 
been compelled to resign his appointment as a midship- 
man at the Naval Academy, will not be permitted to re- 
turn to the Academy. Secretary Metcalf, in answer to 
appeals made by C. W. Riner, the boy’s father, has de- 
cided that the case is closed, so far as the Department is 
concerned, and he will not be accepted even if he should 
be reappointed by his Senator. Mr. Rimer has gone to 


New York, and it is understood he will await the return 
of Senator Warren from Europe, with the hope that his 
son’s case may be presented to the President. 3 
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An inquiry is being made into the failure of nearly 
two-thirds of the fuses in the seven-inch shells fired in 
the recent tests at Fort Riley to detonate. There was 
practically no trouble with the detonation of the three- 
inch shells, which were time fuses. fuses in the 
seven-inch shells. are about an inch in diameter and 
should on impact throw a small copper cylinder forward 
against a spike, setting off a small amount of: fulminate 
of mercury. Any stoppage of the missile is calculated to 
detonate the explosive. Why the shelis at Riley did not 
go off is a mystery and every effort will be made to dis- 
cover the trouble and correct it effectively. It is well 
that such defects should be discovered in time of peace. 
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The papers in the examination of civil candidates 
and enlisted men who are trying at Fort Leavenworth 
for commissions as second lieutenants, are expected at 


the War Department next week. There are eighty-four 
civilian designees for the ninety-three vacancies in the 
grade of second lieutenant, and vacancies are accruing 
with a little more than ordinary frequency. If, as usual- 
ly occurs, but fifty per cent. of the civilians examined 
at Fort Leavenworth pass, there will be an extraordinary 
number of vacancies to go over into next year. 
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Our correspondent at Governors Island gives an inter- 
esting account of the installation of the national and regi- 
imental colors on the walls of the chapel on the island. 
The account fails in one thing, and that is in not properly 
recognizing the part taken in inaugurating this interesting 
ceremony by Rev. Edmund Banks Smith, the efficient 
chaplain at Governors Island. Chaplain Smith has ever; 
reason to be proud of the successful result of his attempt 
to introduce this interesting ceremony to the Army. 
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Med. Dir. John C. Wise, U.S.N., delivered an address 
at the opening of the sixth annual session of the Naval 
Medical School in Washington, D.C., Oct. 1. The school 
opened with a class of thirty-five young surgeons, the 
largest number in its history. Instruction will be given 
in naval hygiene, tropical medical treatment, operative 
surgery, bacteria, physical training and other kindred 
subjects. The class for the Naval Hospital School is 
— assembled, and instruction will begin in about two 
weeks. : 
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The latest report of the National Sanitary Department 
of Cuba, issued Sept. 12, states that there were at that 
time eleven cases of yellow fever at Cienfuegos, the 
patients all being Spaniards but one, the latter being the 
only American still under treatment. Ten other’ Ameri- 
cans had been discharged cured and three had In 
all there had been seventy-eight cases in the island since 
Jan. 1 last, and of these nineteen terminated in death. 
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After a year of hard service the transports running 
between San Francisco and Manila will soon be put out 
of commission to be repaired. The Sherman will prob- 
ably be the first to go to the dock, and the Thomas will 
follow her when she is again in commission. After her the 
Logan will be laid up. The schedule of sailings will re- 
main the same as to dates, a transport starting simul- 
taneously from San Francisco and Manila on the 15th of 
each month. 
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It appears that the report of Commander Sims on 
Heavy Artillery practice in the Army was made at the in- 
stance of President Roosevelt. When that report was re- 
ceived it was of a character to occasion the President 
serious concern, and he immediately forwarded Command- 
er Sims’s report to the General Staff with instructions 
that he be promptly advised what the Army had to 
say for itself in the light of Commander Sims’s com- 
ments and recommendations. : 
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The report that the 23d Infantry is to be sent to. the 
Philippines by way of Suez is an idle fiction. The mat- 
ter has not been thought of at the War Department, and 
why should it be when troops are being sent over sic- 
cessfully by the Pacific transports? It would cost $30 a 
head more to send men by Suez to Manila, and there is 
no good reason for spending money needlessly simply 
because travel that way would be novel and interesting. 
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Major General Grant, commanding the Department of 
the East, announces that mounts and equipments for offi- 
cers undergoing test in horsemanship will be furnished 
by commanding officer of the post where test is held, but 
any officer having his own mount and desiring to use 
same may do so. The expense of shipment of such horses 
to the place where test is to be made must be borne by the 
officer concerned. 
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It is not improbable that the investigation of the case 
of irregularity in an examination by which twenty-odd 
second lieutenants have been held out of their promotions 
for two months back will be terminated in a few days 
end the promotions ordered. Owing to the great distance 
from: home to where the trouble occurred the delay has 
been peculiarly extended and aggravating. 








Rear Admiral Uriel Sebree, U.S.N,, who will command 
the special service squadron made up of the armored crui- 
sers Tennessee and Washington, will leave Washington, 
D.C., Monday, Oct. 8, for Norfolk, where he will raise his 
flag on board the Tennessee.

Brig. Gen. W. S. McCaskey, U.S.A., who was retired 
by operation of law (being sixty-four years of age), Oct. 
2, 1907, was the last commissioned officer, on the active 
list, who answered President Lincoln’s first call for volun- 
teers in April, 1861, and served throughout the Civil War, 
a period of more than four years. General McCaskey en- 
listed as a private of 1st Pennsylvania Infantry April 
20, 1861, and was mustered out July 12, 1865. The dates

His regiment, 
the 79th Pennsylvania Volunteers, belonged to the 14th 
Army Corps and he was present with it in all campaigns 
and battles from 1861 until musiered out, July, 1865, at 
Washington, D.C., as a captain. He took part in the 
battles of Perryville, Ky.; Stone River, Tenn.; Chicka- 
mauga, Chattanooga, and all the battles incident to the 
Atlanta campaign and march to the sea in 1864, and in 
those of Averysboro and Bentonville, N.C.; in Sherman's 
Carolina campaign in 1865, and was also present in the 
grand review at Washington of Sherman’s army in 1865. 
General McCaskey’s entire service has been in the line. 

Col. George LeR. Brown, 26th U.S. Inf., retired from 
active service, at his own request, from Oct. 1, 1907, 
after mere than thirty-nine years’ service, was born in 
Michigan, April 13, 1849, and was graduated from the 
USMA. as a second lieutenant and assigned to the 11th 
Infantry, June 14, 1872. He reached the grade of first 
lieutenant in October, 1882; captain, Dec. 29, 1890; 
major, 10th Inf., July 12, 1899; lieutenant colonel, Oct. 
3, 1902, and was transferred to the 14th Infantry a few 
days after the latter promotion. He was promoted col- 
onel, 24th Inf., July 12, 1904. During his service he was 
on frontier duty at Fort Concho, Texas, from 1872 to 
1873, and was with the expedition to Indian Territory 
from July 17, 1874, to Aug. 14, 1876. He was always 
much interested in teaching, and aided in the organization 
of the Carlisle Indian School, Carlisle, Pa., from 1879 to 

880; was professor of military science at Hampton 
from 1881 to 1884, and at Delaware College, Newark, 
Del., in 1889 and 1890. He was alse professor of mili- 
tary science and commandant of cadets at the University 
of Tennessee, Knoxville, Tenn., from 1895 to 1898. He 
was detailed away from his regiment for three years from 
1890 to 1893 as acting Indian agent at the Pine Ridge 
Agency. He also spent some years in command of In- 
dian scouts. At the outbreak of the Spanish War he com- 
manded the 4th Tennessee Volunteers. Su uently he 
served in Cuba, and for three years in the Philippines, 
commanding the 14th Infantry in Samar from 1: to 
1904. While stationed at Fort Sam Houston in Texas he 
founded the George LeRoy Kindergarten. He has been 
detailed to the Peacock Military School, Houston, Texas. 
The retirement of Colonel Brown, U.S. Army, advances 
Lieut. Col. C. A. Booth, of the 7th Infantry, to be col- 
opel; Major R. N. Getty, of the 1st Infantry, to be lieu- 
tenant colonel; Capt. W. E. Ayer, of the 30th Infantry, 
to be major; Ist Lieut. A. C. Knowles, of the 13th In- 
fantry, to be captain, and 2d Lieut. A. A. Hickox, of the 
15th Infantry, to be first lieutenant. 

Lieut. Col. Andrew H. Russell, Ord. Dept., U.S.A., 
who is promoted colonel by the recent death of Colonel 
Greer, was born in Massachusetts Dec. 24, 1846, and is a 
graduate of West Point, class of 1871, and was assigned 
on that date as a second lieutenant in the Cavalry. 
Among other duties, he served on frontier duty in Ari- 
zona, was with the Wheeler Exploring Expedition in 
1874, and served at the Military Academy as assistant 
professor of natural and experimental philosophy and of 
chemistry, mineralogy and geology.

Col. Benjamin W. Leavell, Adjutant General of Ari- 
zona and major, U.S.A., retired, who died at Tempe, 
Ariz., Aug. 28, 1907, from tuberculosis, was a graduate 
of the U.S.M.A., class of 1879, when he was as a second 
lieutenant assigned to the 24th Infantry. Among other 
duties at various Army posts, he was on frontier duty at 
Fort Ringgold, Tex., in 1880; was professor of militar: 
science and tactics at the Ohio Wesleyan University, an 
was in the field in Arizona in 1898, commanding the es- 
cort to the International Boundary Commission. As a 
captain in the 24th Infantry he served with his regiment 
in the Cuban campaign of 1898, and was engaged in the 
battle of San Juan and in the siege of Santiago. He 
also performed service in the Philippines and was retired 
with the rank of major, March 10, 1902, for disability in 
the line of duty. He was held in high appreciation by all 
who knew him, and for some five years had been on duty 
with the National Guard of Arizona. A correspondent 
writes: “Colonel Leavell was endeared to every man in 
the Guard of Arizona. We all certainly miss him, and 
will miss him more as time passes.” 

_Mrs. Susan E. Wallace, widow of Gen, Lew Wallace, 
died in Crawfordsville, Ind., Oct. 1, 1907. She had great 
literary ability and assisted her husband in his writings.

Naval Academy. He was commissioned ensign June 7, 
1903, and lieutenant June 7, 1906. He was engaged to 
Miss Bertha Batcheller, daughter of Judge Batcheller, of 
Littleton, N.H. The wedding was to have taken place in 
October of this year. 

Mr. Robert 'T. Craighill, brother of Gen. William P. 
Craighill, U.S.A., retired, died at Lynchburg, W.Va., 
Sept. 26. 

Btsn. Alexander Mack, U.S.N., retired, who died at 
New London, Conn., Sept. 24, 1907, was a native of 
Pennsylvania. After serving as an enjisted man in the 
Navy during the Civil War, he was on June 5, 1872, ap- 
pointed a boatswain in the Navy. He was transferred 
to the retired list Dec. 20, 1889, for disability incident to 
the Service. 

Mr. George B. Taylor, D.D., who died at Rome, Italy, 
Sept. 27, 1907, was the father of Surg. J. S. Taylor, U. 
S.N., and was formerly chaplain at the University of Vir- 
ginia and during the war chaplain to the 21st Virginia 
Regiment, C.8.A., and other regiments. 


Mr. Walter T. Casey, brother of Mrs. W. E. Cole, wife 
of Capt. W. E. Cole, U.S.A., died at Pittsfield, Mass., 
Sept. 28, 1907. 

Peter J. Hargous, who died in Brooklyn, N.Y., Sept. 
80, 1907, was appointed a mate in the U.S. Navy Oct. 
11, 1861, and was promoted acting master, June 14, 
1862, for distinguished service on the Congress. He was 
a survivor of the fight between the United States frigate 
Congress and the Confederate ram Merrimac, on March 
S, 1862, when the Congress was destroyed. Mr. Hargous 
was the only officer taken prisoner at that time, being 
afterward confined in Libby Prison, though officially re- 
ported killed. After several months of confinement he 
was exchanged. After resigning from the Navy, March 
17, 1865, he married Miss Virginia Hunt, the daughter 
of Capt. William Hunt, U.S.N., who was ir command of 
the frigate Levant when she was lost in the Pacific. Mr. 
Hargous was a son of the late Louis E. Hargous, a 
member of the old firm of Hargous Brothers. He died 
from heart failure, after a short illness, in the sixty- 
seventh year of his age, leaving a son and daughter. 
He was a member of the Grand Army of the Republic and 
other organizations. “Many of the older officers of the 
Navy in the Civil War who remember Mr. Hargous,” 
says a correspondent, “knew him as a gentleman of educa- 
tion, an accomplished seaman, a wealthy man (as wealth 
was measured in those days). He was strikingly hand- 
some, tall, a commanding personality, a disciplinarian, 
and a thoroughly efficient officer.” 

Mrs. James E. Wilson, widow of Capt. James E. Wil- 
son, of the 2d Artillery, died in her home, 2909 Q street, 
N.W., Washington, D.C., Oct. 1. Funeral services were 
held Friday, Oct. 4, and burial was at Arlington Ceme- 
tery. The body of Captain Wilson, which was buried in 
Greenmount Cemetery, Baltimore, will be taken to 
Washington and buried in the grave with Mrs. Wilson. 
Mrs. Wilson had not been in robust health for several 
years, but had been confined to her home only a few weeks.

GEORGE SEARS GREENE. 


If there is any monument on the battlefield of Gettys- 
burg justly entitled to a place there it is that dedicated 
last week to the memory and heroic service of Brig. Gen. 
George Sears Greene. General Greene, who was gradu- 
ated from the Military Academy in 1823, was at the time 
of the battle sixty-two years of age, a veteran nearing the 
present age of retirement, who in civil life subsequent to 
his resignation in 1836 had acquired a large experience in 
handling men through his connection with important en- 
gineering works. How he acquitted himself at Gettys- 
burg is best shown by extracts from the official reports of 
the battle. In his report Gen. H. W. Slocum, command- 
ing 12th Corps, said: “General Greene handled his com- 
mand with great skill. The failure of the enemy to gain 
entire possession of our works was due entirely to the 
skill of General Greene and the heroic valor of his 
troops.” 

_ Brig. Gen. A. S. Williams, commanding the First Di- 
vision, 12th Corps, said: “General Greene seized with 
skill and judgment the advantages of his position, and 
held it with his small brigade against overwhelming num- 
bers with signal gallantry and determination. This gal- 
lant officer merits especial mention for the faithful and 
able manner in which he conducted this defense and pro- 
tected, under difficult circumstances, a most important 
part of our line.” 

_ Brig. Gen. John W. Geary, commanding Second Divi- 
sion, 12th Corps, said: “Greene’s brigade now behaved 
with the most unflinching gallantry, sustaining their des- 
perate position during an incessant attack of two and a 
half hours from vastly superior numbers, During this 


time the noble brigade repelled four separate and furious 
charges on their entire line, without losing a foot of 
ground. The heaps of rebel dead and wounded in front 
of their line afterward attested their desperate determina- 
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tion.” Among the prisoners taken in front of General 
Greene’s line were many members of the famous Stone- 
wall Brigade. : 

Brig. Gen. Thos. L, Kane, U.S.A., commanding Second 
Brigade, 12th Corps, said: ‘We moved directly to the 
position of the Third Brigade (when the noble veteran 
Greene, by his resistance against overwhelming odds, it 
should be remembered, saved the Army), and making our 
way past Greene’s right, were again fired upon, thus dis- 
covering that the enemy had entire possession of our 
works. Their front was then opposite Greene’s right 
flank, he holding them there.” 

The report of General Greene shows that the enemy 
made four distinct charges between 7 and 9:30 a.m., 
which were effectually resisted with small loss compared 
to that of the enemy. owing to the skill with which the 
General had selected a position which was promptly 
strengthened by earthworks of the covering height, built 
of logs, cordwood, stones and earth. He says: ‘The 
regiments in the intrenchments were relieved from thirty 
to ninety minutes by others with fresh ammunition and 
clean afms, going forward at a double-quick and with a 
cheer, the regiments relieved falling back through their 
files, when they arrived in the trenches, so that the fire 
was kept up constantly and efficiently over our whole line, 
and the men were always comparatively fresh, and their 
arms in good condition, the regiments relieved going to 
work with alacrity to clean their arms as soon as in rear.” 

The importance of General Greene’s defense is indi- 
cated by the fact that after the corps to which his bri- 
gade, the third, of the Second Division, belonged, had 
been assigned to the defense of that portion of the line, 
all of the troops were withdrawn to reinforce other posi- 
tions except that commanded by General Greene, which 
numbered only seventy-four officers and 1,350 men. The 
enemy took prompt advantage of this weakening of 
Meade’s line to advance and occupy a portion of it, on the 
right and center, and attacked with great vigor General 
Greene’s brigade, the only portion of the 12th Corps left 
for the defense at that point. The failure of Greene’s de- 
fense, and the success of the enemy, would have placed 
them in the rear of the army and given them possession 
of Meade’s main line of communication, the Baltimore 
pike. Surely such a man and such an event deserve to 
be perpeiuated by such a memorial as that the state o* 
New York has dedicated to its heroic son on the scene of 
his greatest achievement.

FLAG CEREMONY AT GOVERNORS ISLAND. 


Governors Isl.ind, N.Y.H., Oct. 3, 1907. 

Sunday, Sept. 29, was the day appointed for the installation 
of the colors of the 12th Infantry, and, in spite of the un- 
favorable weather that prevailed during the morning, an as- 
sembly that crowded the chapel to its utmost capacity gath- 
ered in the early afternoon. 

The ceremonies began with the escort to the colors, which 
took place on the parade, Major John S. Mallory commanding 
the battalion. After the escort the battalion marched to the 


post chapel, color guard in front. The command being brought 
to the present arms, the national anthem was played, and the 
color guard then marched into the chapel under arms, taking 
position in the front row, facing the altar. The battalion 
stacked arms and entered, the band and trumpeters being sta- 
tioned in the north transept. The usual Sunday evening serv- 
ice then followed, the chéir entering in procession, followed 
by a number of clergymen, including Chaplain John E. Dallam, 
12th Inf., the Rev. J. Nevett Steele, Mus. Doc., Rev. Joseph 
H. Smith, Rev. Morgan Dix, D.D., the venerable Rector of 
Trinity Parish; and Rt. Rev. Henry ©. Potter, D.D., Bishop 
of New York. 

The music, under the direction of Lieut. A. F. Halpin, 
organist and choirmaster, was of high order and well rendered 
by the regular chapel choir of men and boys. The 12th In- 
fantry band assisted, with fine effect, in the playing of the 
hymns, and for the offertory the band played Ripley’s arrange- 
ment of Pleyel’s hymn. 

At the conclusion of evensong Chaplain John E. Dallam ad- 
dressed the battalion and congregation, the color guard stand- 
ing at attention. In a brief address, full of feeling, he re- 
minded them that this service was held in a spirit of ameliora- 
tion of warfare—for a sanctification of war and a consecration 
of arms. He then turned to Rev. Edmund Banks Smith, chap- 
lain of Governors Island, and formally turned over the colors 
in the name of the regiment for deposit and safe-keeping in 
the chapel of St. Cornelius the Centurion. Chaplain Smith re- 
ceived them with a few words of reply, calling attention to the 
fact that this was, so far as known, the first time the cere- 
mony of formal installation of military colors had taken place 
in America, and stating the service of the colors about to be 
received. 

Then, at the word of command, the color sergeants mounted 
the ladders placed at the proper points and elevated the colors 
in line with those already hanging there. Returning to posi- 
tion, the color guard presented arms and the battalion trumpet- 
ers, standing on the chancel steps, sounded ‘‘To the Colors,’’ 
with thrilling effect. 

An inscription on parchment upon the staffs of the National 
and Regimental colors states that they were placed in position 
on Sept. 29, 1907, respectively, by Color Sergt. Charles Hunter 
and Sergt. Matthew Netter, Color Sergt. Ole Dahl being absent 
on furlough. 

At the conclusion of this ceremony Bishop Potter gave an 
eloquent address upon the text, ‘‘Thou hast given a banner 
to them that fear Thee.’’ He said, referring to the efforts 
of The Hague Conference, that he appreciated the spirit which 
prompted and controlled it, but that, nevertheless, the time 
would not come in our days, if ever, when we can afford to 
be without our Army, or the force of which it is the incarna- 
tion. Continuing, he said that army flags were most fittingly 
placed in a military chapel. If the men who serve under 
them are not touched by the divine inspiration that the Church 
stands for, it would be sad for the Army and for the land. 

The services concluded with prayers for the Army and the 
blessing of the Bishop, before which ‘‘America’’ was sung 
by the congregation of 600 persons, accompanied by band and 
organ. Many distinguished visitors, Army and civilian, were 
present at the ceremonies, and it appeared to be the general 
consensus of opinion that a good precedent had been set in the 
placing of the colors of the 12th Infantry where they would 
be seen by thousands and tell for many years to come their 
silent story of loyalty and inspiration. Major Gen. F. D. 
Grant and his staff; Col. Leven C. Allen and his staff; with 
the officers of the battalion, were present in full-dress uni- 
form, and the threatening weather of the morning cleared in 
time to make a brilliant spectacle outside of the chapel on the 
parade before and after the ceremonies. 

At the morning service the sermon was by the Rev. Dr. 
Joseph H. Smith, of Philadelphia, who is in his eighty-ninth 
year, an uncle of Chaplain Smith, and the anthem, from the 
‘*Elijah,’’ was sung by the Rev. J. Nevett Steele.

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MANILA NOTES. 


Manila, P.I., Aug. 27, 1907. 

August 23 will hereafter be ‘‘flag day,’’ for all Ameri- 
cans in the Philippines. For on that date, just passed, there 
was witnessed in this city an expression of whole-hearted 
patriotism that would challenge the world, all on account of 
upholding the Stars and Stripes of Uncle Sam. In connection 
with the election, held throughout the Philippines, for members 
to the Assembly, there has been much playing at politics, and 
an independence movement, very active among the newly 
elected Filipinos, reached a climax on Sunday, Aug. 11, when 
a parade marched through the streets and mobilized on the 
Luneta, composed of Filipinos, with banners and flags of the 
insurrection, the so-called ‘‘Katipunan’’ flag everywhere in 
evidence. The fine body of American policemen were power- 
less to stop this insult to Old Glory. There was no law of 
the Insular government by which this parade could be stopped. 
But before the next day’s sun had risen there were meetings 
of Americans, and a gathering was planned for the night of 
Aug. 23 at the Grand opera house. Americans were also asked 
to fly Old Glory from their residences and places of business 
on the 23d, and did not need a second invitation. That night 
every American man, woman and child that possibly could at- 
tend was at the opera house, which had a beautiful flag in 
electric lights over the stage, and smaller ones around the 
house. Everyone wore a flag, and many carried flags. Speeches 
were made by many prominent lawyers, and Congressman 
James McKinney, of Illinois, who is here with his wife on a 
tour, made some beautiful remarks. On the morning of that 
same day the Commission of the Philippines, sitting at the 
Ayuntamiento, passed a much needed ordinance, prohibiting 
hereafter any public or private display of this insurrectionary 
or Katipunan flag. Among the vast audience present at the 
opera house were many Army and Navy and Marine Corps 
officers.

Gen. Thomas H. Barry, commanding the Army of Cu- 
ban Pacification, in an official communication to his com- 
mand, calls attention to an imposition practised on re- 
cruits by some of the older men, which may also exist in 
other departments, and which commanding officers would 
do well for the interests of the Service to look into. Gen- 
eral Barry says: “A recent investigation having dis- 
closed the fact that it has become a practice for old sol- 
diers to induce recruits to exchange their new olive drab 
blankets for the old blue blanket and other articles of 
clothing, company and detachment commanders are en- 
joined to exercise the greatest vigilance to prevent this 
abuse and generally to prevent all unlawful exchange or 
sale of clothing. All officers are reminded that a proper 
interest in the welfare of the recruits coming to their or- 
ganizations requires a close personal scrutiny into their 
affairs. The desire to make a soldier contented and satis- 
fied with his condition and surroundings should prompt 
the extending to him of every assistance and aid when a 
recruit, to avoid just such practices as are herein cited.”

Funston, entering in the Volunteer serv- 
ice in 1898 and the Army in 1901 has served entirely in 
the line; Carter has had twenty-three and a half years 
of line service, since his graduation, June 13, 1873; 
Bliss, who was graduated June 16, 1875, has had seven- 
teen years in the line; Barry, graduated June 15, 1877, 
twenty years, and Mills, graduated June 13, 1879, and 
Edgerly, graduated June 15, 1870, have served in the 
line continuously, : 

The promotion of General Duvall is interesting for the 
additional reason that it is in line with the suggestion of 
General Murray, Chief of Artillery, in his report, which 
we publish this week, that the artillery arm should re 
ceive greater consideration in the selection of general 
officers. With the promotion of General Duvall the Artil- 
lery now have two general officers, the Infantry seven, 
the Cavalry seven, and the Staff six. In every position 
in which he has been placed General Duvall has acquitted 
himself with honor. To younger officers he has always 
been a masterly example of the finished and courtly sol- 
dier. His courtesy is an inspiration to all who meet 
him, and his ability as a teacher of the art of war, as a 
commanding officer, or as a directing force in the General 
Staff, stands exceptional among the men of his time. No 
finer figure of the polished and capable officer could have 
been selected for. advancement. General Duvall will re- 
tire Jan, 13, 1911, and it is understood that until then he 
will continue as Assistant Chief of Staff. He was born 
in Maryland, and appointed a cadet to the Military Acad- 
emy from that State July 1, 1865. He was graduated 
June 15, 1869, and was appointed second lieutenant in 
the 5th Artillery, in which arm he served until appointed 
brigadier general from the grade of lieutenant colonel, 
March 2, 1906. During the Spanish-American War he 
served as major and inspector general, lieutenant colonel, 
chief of ordnance, lieutenant colonel, 26th Inf., and col- 
onel, 48th Inf.—all in the volunteers—from which he 
was mustered out June 30, 1901. 

Of the general officers passed over by General Duvall 
all but Edgerly will retire before he does, Jan. 13, 1911, 
and all but Funston and Edgerly were cadets at the Mili- 
tary Academy when he was an instructor there. 

The promotion of General Duvall answers in part the 
criticism of ‘those who contend that the Assistant Chief 
of Staff should have the rank of major general, and the 
Chief that of lieutenant general, at least, while at the 
head of the General Staff. 

The promotion of Lieut. Col. William W. Wotherspoon 
to brigadier general, vice Duvall promoted, while advanc- 
ing an accomplished and popular officer, and however well 
deserved, will be regarded as a hardship to the 145 officers 
-—115 colonels and thirty lieutenant colonels—seventy of 
them belonging to the line, over whom he was passed to 
his new rank. General Wotherspoon was born in the 
District of Columbia and was appointed second lieutenant 
of the 12th Infantry Oct. 1, 1878, and has served in the 
Infantry arm continuously from that date, reaching the 
grade of lieutenant colonel July 12, 1904. General Woth- 
erspoon has been successively in the 12th, 30th, 6th, 14th 
and 19th Infantry. He also has the unique distinction 
enjoyed by few officers in the Army of having held a com- 
mission in the Navy, serving from March 9, 1870, to Oct. 
9, 1873, as mate. He has been connected with the War 
College since last spring, when he succeeded General 
Rarry. He will continue to serve as president of that in- 
stitution. This promotion is in a line with the policy 
sometime since decided upon, which is to have an officer 
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with general rank at the head of each of the educational 
institutions of the Army. 

General Wotherspoon is a graduate of the Army War 
College, class of 1905. He was selected to take charge of 
Geronimo and his band of Apache prisoners in Alabama 
in 1887. He went to the Philippines early in 1899, and 
served over three years in the islands. Returning to this 
country in 1902, he was chosen by General Bell as the 
head of the department of tactics at the Infantry and 
Cavalry School at Fort Leavenworth, and later was ap- 
pointed assistant commandant, leaving that position when 
assigned to the General Staff. He is now on duty at the 
Army War College, and is not due to retire for age until 
Nov. 16, 1914. 

The President has directed the appointment of Col. 
Charles S. Smith, Ord. Dept., to be brigadier general on 
the refirement of Gen. E. S. Godfrey, Oct. 9, and wishes 
it announced that the appointment is made in recognition 
of Colonel Smith’s exceptional success in connection with 
the establishment of the coast defenses of the United- 
States, and the supply of the Artillery service with mod- 
ern armament. “Colonel Smith, more than any other 
man,” said General Crozier, Chief of Ordnance, when the 
appointment was called to his attention, “deserves reward 
for developing modern heavy steel forged guns, and also 
more than any one man for convincing Congress of the 
necessity for coast defenses. He made the fight alone and 
successfully, against strong opposition from gunmakers, 
who wanted to supplant the steel forged guns. He se- 
cured the establishment of the gun foundry at Watervliet, 
also, against opposition from ,private gunmakers. He 
worked incessantly night and day, and won out. This is 
the first reward he has had for services of the highest 
value and that were absolutely indispensable.” Colonel 
Smith was born in Vermont, appointed to West Point 
from Illinois; was graduated in 1866 and entered the 
Artillery; transferred in 1874 to Ordnance. For five 
years he was assistant to the constructor of ordnance and 
stationed in New York. For twenty-one years he has been 
in charge of gun construction. He was the first to take 
up German ideas in gunmaking. The old cast iron guns 
of the Rodman type were not strong enough for rifled 15- 
inch shot. Wrought iron could not be had in large enough 
pieces. Steel ingots, forged, were recognized by Colonel 
Smith as a solution of the problem. He led the way in 
producing heavy guns for the Army and Navy. He has 
been thirty-three years in the Ordnance Department and 
is now stationed at Sandy Hook proving ground. Colonel 
Smith is advanced to brigadier over fifty-three colonels, 
fourteen of whom were in the Infantry and six in the 
Cavalry. 








PROSPECTS OF THE PAY BILL 


Sentiment seems from all accounts to be steadily form- 
ing in support of the graded increase of pay bill. The 
measure is becoming fully understood, and its distinctness 
and fairness commend it to every citizen who cherishes 
a patriotic sense of the necessity of a well-organized Army 
and Navy. Representative John A. T. Hull, of Iowa, 
chairman of the House Military Committee, who was in 
Washington during the past week, expressed a view in 
line with the general acceptation of the just claim that 
enlisted men and officers, especially of the lower grades, 
who are subject to frequent changes of station with the 
attendant expense, should have better compensation for 
their services. General Hull is a most practical legisla- 
tor as well as an old soldier, and no man has more at 
heart the good of the Army. There are few if any who 
equal him in knowledge of history and organization and 
controlling spirit of the establishment. What he says has 
therefore a distinct value at this time. 

“There can be no sort of doubt,” said Mr. Hull, “of the 
justness of the claim for better pay for the Army. It 
may be remembered that when the Dick-Capron Dill was 
urged in the last Congress I proposed an amendment con- 
yerting what was a horizontal increase to a graded scheme 
of pay increase. The measure that is now proposed is a 
graded bill, but it begins with general and lieutenant gen- 
eral, two grades that I left undisturbed, taking the view 
that the pay in those grades was enough for all practical 
purposes and that the necessity was more urgent farther 
down. My amendment began with a ten per cent. in- 
erease for brigadier generals, gave fifteen to colonels, 
twenty to majors and lieutenant colonels, and appor- 
tioned the greater increases on down. I thought that cap- 
tains and lieutenants were the officers on whom the bur- 
dens of frequent moves and high cost of living fall with 
most hardship. I have not changed my mind in that re- 
spect. I shall support the bill, no doubt, but I have my 
dcubts as to some of its features. For instance, I cannot 
imagine that Congress is going to give the President the 
power to fix the pay of enlisted men in the Army as he 
now does that of seamen in the Navy. It is quite true 
that that method of fixing ratings has worked well since 
1814, but Congress is not now the same body that it was 
nearly a century ago. The country and the conditions 
are different. Besides, few people, not even Congress, 
knew that the President had this power until very re- 
cently. I did not know it myself until six years ago. 

“Then there is another trouble in the fact that Congress 
will consider the matter in the light of what may take 
place when war comes and we need many men. To 
raise the pay in time of peace and maintain it in time 
of war when every able-bodied man owes it to his coun- 
try to fight for her defense or ‘her honor is a matter of 
grave importance. There is no doubt that the pay must 
be increased if we are to keep up the Army, which is now 
depleted down to a point where many companies seem to 


have more officers than men. We must remember that the 
American people manifest a very liberal and generous 
spirit toward the Army in time of war, and are almost 
indifferent in time of peace. With the duty of keeping 
troops in the Philippines and Cuba we need a larger army, 
and I would be in favor of increasing the Infantry by 
ten regiments. But what we have must first be put on 
a right basis. There is little doubt of the willingness of 
the Senate to pass any good bill to increase the pay of 
the Army and Navy and the other Services, but with a 
number of meritorious Service measures pressing for pas- 
sage in the House it is hard to say what will happen. 
T hope the pay bill may pass in good form. It is certain 
that everything is not going to pass, however.”

The most positive denial is given to the newspaper 
statements as to an alleged disagreement between the 
General Board of the Navy and Rear Admiral Evans. 
The matter was brought up at the opening of the ad- 
journed meeting of the General Board by Admiral 
Dewey, who read the article and at once pronounced it 
a lie out of whole cloth. The whole board agreed to his 
statement. The report was that the board had arranged 
a program for the maneuvers of the Atlantic Fleet, and 
Admiral Evans had wholly ignored it and had denounced 
the board for its alleged interference with his rights as 
a commander. Another version of the report was that 
Admiral Evans had expressed his opinion of the officers 
on the board in torrid terms, characteristic of a genuine 
sailorman, and in addition to many varied terms of oblo- 
quy had finally wound up by calling them “old fossils’ 
with which he contemptuously tossed them unceremoni- 
ously overboard. It may be stated on the highest possible 
authority that nothing of the kind has occurred. Ad- 
miral Evans made out his program for the maneuvers 
and submitted them to the board May 6. The board ap- 
proved it and made some suggestions of a minor charac- 
ter, all of which were carried out by Admiral Evans to 
the letter. Secretary Metcalf, in speaking of the matter, 
said: “There is nothing in the report. There could be 
nothing. The members of the board are officers of the 
highest value to the Navy, and of Admiral Evans I am 
quick to say that I regard him as not only one of the 
best fleet commanders in the world, but the best. Be- 
tween him and the board there is entire harmony.” 
Admiral Brownson, who is a member of the Board, spoke 
in the strongest terms of Admiral Evans, and declared 
that the report was evidently the work of some irre- 
sponsible busybody. Admiral Evans deserves every 
word of commendation that can be said of him. This 
slander comes as we are preparing to have him take 
the fleet around to the Pacific. Just what its unpatriotic 
purpose is we do not know. But there is no trouble 
whatever between Admiral Evans and the Board, and I 
am in a position to know if there was even the least 
possible thing.”’

The officers who are to command the ships in the fleet 
to go to the Pacific have been practically chosen. The aim 
has been not so much to deprive the older officers of 
command as to give the younger ones a chance to get 
experience. The greatest care has been taken in mak- 
ing selections to avoid anything that might be construed 
as discrimination. There is a general recognition of 
the idea that old officers who are to go on the retired 
list in two or three years are not so much in need of the 
experience to be gained from the cruise as the younger 
ones who will remain in the Service many years yet and 
be able to give the country the benefit of their skill. 
Admiral Brownson has announced this week the follow- 
ing assignments of officers to command the _ ves- 
sels named: Capt. Austin M. Knight, cruiser Wash- 
ington; Capt. Thomas B. Howard, cruiser Tennessee; 
Capt. W. H. H. Southerland, battleship New Jersey; 
Capt. Charles W. Bartlett, battleship Ohio. Capt. Ten 
Eyck DeW. Veeder will have the battleship Alabama; 
Capt. Bradley A. Fiske the Illinois; Capt. Hamilton 
Hutchins the Kearsarge; Capt. V. L. Cottman the Cali- 
fornia; Capt. W. C. Cowles probably the Kentucky. 
Captains Kimball, Comly, Blocklinger, Winslow, Barry, 
Heilmer, Porter and Gerry are to be detached. It has 
been officially announced at the Navy Department, in 
pursuance of the new policy of the Department placing 
younger officers in command of battleships and armored 
cruisers, that henceforth eighteen months will constitute 
a tour of sea duty for captains, instead of two years, as 
at present. 
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Bids were opened at the Navy Department Oct. 3 for 
furnishing 7,000 tons of provisions for Admiral Evans’s 
fleet. Six bids were submitted for flour, of which 1,- 
200,000 pounds will be required. The bids ranged from 
$36,000 to $37,000. For furnishing 1,000,000 pounds of 
beef eight bids were submitted ranging from $70,800 to 
$87,300, Offers were submitted in all on seventy-three 
out of seventy-six classes of provisions wanted, represent- 
ing an average of six to twelve bids on each class. There 
were six bids on flour, bids on the entire amount of 
1,200,000 pounds ranging from $35,000 to $37,000. It 
will be necessary to make tests of the various samples 
submitted in each class before bids are accepted, and ex- 
perts have been engaged for this purpose. It does not 
follow that all of the amounts specified will be bought. 
Every pay officer of the fleet will send in his estimates 
and purchases be made accordingly. The award of coal 
contracts for the fleet going to the Pacific will not be set- 
tled until] next week. The President decided to allow 





the American bidders to submit lower figures if they so 
desired in order to bring the cost of coal down to a point 
where the excess over employing foreign bottoms should 
not be greater than $200,000, but no symptom of an in- 
tention to reduce the bids appeared. The American bids 
cover but 25 per cent. of the amount of coal required. 
The owners contend that they cannot get return cargoes 
and therefore they must bid on a time charter. The Navy 
Department has received from the United States Attorney 
General an opinion that under existing law cargoes 
shipped in foreign bottoms from one American port to au- 
ether American port are to be confiscated by the govern- 
ment, and in this case the government simply would be 
taking its own property. He urges also that the law as 
to contracts for shipping government supplies were not 
intended to leave the government a prey to the situation 
that has recently confronted it. The offer of a price 
fifty per cent. in excess of the price offered by for- 
eign shippers has brought only one offer from American 
bidders, and in the absence of others fully 95 per cent. 
of the coal will have to be carried in foreign bottoms. 
Admiral Brownson stated on Oct. 4 that with the letting 
of contracts for carrying coal the last obstacle in the way 
of starting the fleet on Dec. 15 was removed and the fleet 
would surely start on that date. The price to be paid for 
carrying coal to Magdalena Bay is $8 a ton. 


Under a decision by the Comptroller of the Treasury 
the Navy Department will hereafter require that ice for 
cooling drinking water on all vessels in the Navy shall 
be furnished by the Bureau of Equipment and not by the 
Bureau of Supplies and Accounts. Heretofore ice has 
been bought by the latter bureau under the appropria- 
tion for the preservation of food.” The Comptroller holds 
that the Bureau of Equipment should furnish water for 
vessels and that ice should come under that head. The 
cost will hereafter come out of Equipment’s appropriation. 
The Bureau of Supplies and Accounts is sending out to 
officers of the Navy a new blank receipt for landlords to 
sign where commutation of quarters must be certified to. 
This is under the recent reform of the method of auditing 
officers’ accounts and in pursuance of Circular 52 of the 
Treasury Department. The new way of making up ac- 
counts went into effect Oct. 1. Pay officers are already 
dealing with travel accounts under the terms of General 
Order 54, which contains a new schedule of travel allow- 
ances, all approved in advance by the Comptroller. The 
order has not yet been printed and distributed, but is in 
the printer’s hands. 
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Some error has circulated in regard to the installation 
of fire control in the battleships that are to go to the Pa- 
cific. The cost for each ship is about $20,000. Congress 
appropriated last session for fire control instruments on 
nineteen battleships and eleven cruisers $300,000, and 
this work is progressing favorably. There will be no de- 
lay in sending the fleet on account of putting in the fire 
control apparatus. If it is not completed while the fieet 
is on this side the work will be continued at the first op- 
portunity on the other side. The work of putting in fire 
control systems began several days ago on some of the 
ships. It was expected to send the fleet in sections to the 
yards, beginning Oct. 12, and getting them all in by Oct. 
25, thus giving full time for target practice. It is now 
clear that the fleet can‘all be in yards by Oct. 10. - Thus 
the work of fitting the ships will begin earlier than ex- 
pected and the chances of delays are considerably les- 
sened. 
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With the formal announcement from Washington just 
before the President’s departure for the Southwest that 
no changes in the membership of the Cabinet were in 
contemplation, the report that the Secretary of the Navy, 
Mr. Metcalf, would shortly retire, appears to be disposed 
of. Under our system of government it is difficult, even 
when the best conditions prevail, to maintain a consistent, 
cortinuous policy in naval affairs, but the difficulty is 
increased when the control of the Department is passed 
from one secretary to another in frequent succession as 
it has been in recent years. The frequency of these 
changes tends to cheapen the dignity of the post and 
give the impression that the Secretaryship of the Navy 
is a sort of training school or probationary position in 
which the incumbent may fit himself for transfer to an 
office more congenial to him. If this impression prevails 
it is both mistaken and unfortunate, for the office of Sec- 
retary of the Navy is one of the most important in the 
entire government. Its responsibilities and influence are 
steadily increasing, and to discharge its manifold duties 
honorably and successfully is a distinction worthy of 
any man’s ambition. But its dignity and its prestige, as 
well as its usefulness, would be grievously impaired if, 
through these frequent changes in its headship, the pub- 
lic came to believe that the office was regarded as a wait- 
ing place in which the incumbent tarried only until he 
could be transferred to another post more agreeable. 








The subject of promotion by selection in the Navy has 
been tentatively under consideration by the President and 
may appear affirmatively in some of the annual reports. 
At the top of the service the idea is favored and the Presi- 
dent in his zeal for the improvement of the Navy would 
urge the matter on Congress strenuously this winter if it 
were not for numerous important things that must be had.

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DEPARTMENT ANNUAL REPORTS. 


REPORT OF CHIEF OF ARTILLERY, U.S.A. 

Brig. Gen. Arthur Murray, Chief of Artillery, U.S.A., 
devotes the greater part of his annual report to a discus- 
sion of the condition and needs of the Coast Artillery as 
disclosed by the separation of that arm from the Field 
Artillery. He believes that the corps organization meets 
all the present tactical needs of the Coast Artillery, includ- 
ing its efficient organization into fire, mine and battle 
commands and its proper tactical handling in war. As for 
the commissioned personnel, General Murray points out 
that the number of field officers in the Coast Artillery 
was fixed on the basis of the field officers for Cavalry or 
Infantry, whereas it would have been better to base i: 
upon the number of battle, fire, and mine commands. 
However, it is considered that the number of Coast Ar- 
tillery field officers as now authorized will answer sufii- 
ciently well the present practical needs of this arm, and 
that the question of the exact number of field officers 
needed for battle, fire, and mine commands need not be 
considered until at least one manning detail of Coast Ar- 
tillery is provided for all guns mounted and all mine 
fields to be planted in our fortified harbors. 

The present system of Artillery districts, with the 
senior Coast Artillery officer in each as district com- 
mander, is admirably adapted to the administrative needs 
of the Coast Artillery. General Murray goes on to say, 
however, that while the Coast Artillery has been by law 
practically separated from ali troops of the mobile Army, 
it is still linked to the Cavalry, Infantry and Field Ar- 
tillery through the fact that territorial administrative de- 
partments are organized in which both field Army troops 
and Coast Artillery troops are grouped together for ad- 
ministrative purposes under the command of the same 
general officer. The general officers who command and 
have commanded the coast-bordering territorial depart- 
ments, says General Murray, have been appointed, with 
very rare exceptions, from the Cavalry and Infantry. 
They can have no adequate knowledge of either the tac- 
tical or administrative needs of this arm. It will be lack- 
ing in that standard of efficiency that would be possible 
were the administrative head of the territorial department 
educated and trained technically in his earlier years in all 
of the details of the means and methods of modern coast 
defense. 

If Coast Artillery departments were organized and 
placed under the command of general officers appointed 
from the Coast Artillery, there would be no change in 
administrative methods or in Artillery department com- 
manders at the outbreak of war, and coast-defense prepa- 
rations could proceed with unity of direction and with the 
highest possible efficiency of administrative control. ‘In 
the best interests of the United States,” General Murray 
continues, “I feel I can not too urgently recommend the 
creation of coast-defense departments and the assignment 
of general officers appointed from the Coast Artillery to 
the command thereof. This matter has already, both ver- 
bally and in. writing, been brought to the attention of the 
War Department, and as it requires no legislation to put 
the recommendation into effect, it is hoped that War De- 
partment orders may be issued providing therefor.” 

To provide one complete manning detail for all guns 
now mounted in the entire country, 36, men are re- 
quired, yet counting the increase of Coast Artillery au- 
thorized by the last Congress the force is 4,080 short of 
the number required to provide one-half of one complete 
detail. To afford one complete manning detail for all our 
defenses, completed and projected, in the United States 
and our insular possessions, 55,110 men will be required. 
At least one manning detail for all the elements is neces- 
sary ; and it is more than probable that in case of a long- 
continued attack on or siege of a harbor more than one 
relief for some if not all of the elements would be re- 
quired. But while this is true in time of war, it is be- 
lieved that the completed defenses can be cared for prop- 
erly in time of peace and the Coast Artillerymen author- 
ized by law can at the same time be given proper training, 
provided (1) that the scheme of concentrating the men 
in each Artillery district in one or more main posts is 
earried out; (2) that the full number of all officers and 
enlisted men needed for the operation of mines, search- 
lights, and power plants as now authorized by law is kept 
up, and (3) that one-half of one complete manning detail 
of all officers and enlisted men required for the service 
of the guns proper shall be authorized by law as the peace 
footing for the fortifications of the United States. 

The question of manning the coast defenses leads up to 
the recent association of the National Guard of various 
states with Regular troops in coast defense exercises, of 
which General Murray says: “It is believed that many 
of the coast states are disposed to consider favorably a 
proposition to organize state Coast Artillery corps. More- 
over, it is thought that a class of men would enter these 
organizations who could not in war undertake military 
duty with the mobile field army owing to the prohibitive 
demands of business and family responsibilities. It is be- 
lieved that these corps would in a very few years consti- 
tute a reserve which could be quickly called out and 
formed at the defenses they are to man, and they would 
be sufficiently well trained to handle effectively certain 
battery, fire, and battle commands that could be assigned 
them. In case of sudden war, such a body of Coast Ar- 
tillery reserves would prove of incalculable value to the 
nation.” 

From data presented by General Murray it appears 
that the coast defenses of the United States are consid- 
erably more than half completed. The four elements of 
defense most needed and which will, if provided, secure 
the greatest measure of public safety at the least cost, 
sre: 1. The completion of the installation of the ap- 
proved system of fire contro] for all guns and mortars 
mounted. 2. The provision of necessary searchlights for 
harbor defense at night. 3. The completion of the sub- 
marine-mine equipment of all fortified harbors. 4. The 
provision of power plants for use in connection with both 
guns and mines. 

It is urgently recommended that liberal appropriations 
be made for fire control. So far only five of the twenty- 
seven harbors on the coast of the United States have had 
funds allotted for completing the standard fire-control in- 
stallation. A single appropriation as large as ‘the annual 
appropriations for gun defenses between 1897 and 1899 
would be sufficient to complete all of the fire-control in- 
stallations of the United States. 

The necessity for an increase in the appropriations for 
the purchase of these searchlights is apparent. 

The complete mine equipment of every harbor to be 
mined should be kept on hand ready to be planted, and it 
should be made possible to mine effectively every harbor 
within forty-eight hours. 5 

No appropriations for new batteries in the United 
States having been made within the last two years, no 
power plants have been built during that time. Such 
plants having become a necessity for the efficient service 
of batteries, lights and communications, a liberal appro- 
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priation should be made for their construction each year 
until the amount as estimated for by. the National -Coast 
Defense Board shall have been appropriated. 

The submarine mine defense which is to be installed at 
the insular ports should not be dependent upon the possi- 
bility of proper boats being in their harbors at the time 
of need. It is necessary that these important places be 
entirely prepared for rapid and efficient mine planting. 

The results of service target practice by the Coast Ar- 
tillery during the year with large caliber gun and mortar 
batteries were very good, the improvement over last year 
being largely attributable to the fuct that trial shots were 
allowed preceding each series ‘during the past year, while 
during the preceding year they were allowed for the first 
practice only. As a result of the small percentage ob- 
tained during the second series of 1 for which 
practice there was no allowance of trial shots, the mean 
curve for that year falls below the curve for the year 
1904-5 at ranges beyond 6,900 yards. While trial shots 
are necessary to establish the muzzle velocity of a lot ot 
powder at the date of a practice, it has been found that 
the muzzle velocities of the subsequent record shots will 
vary more or less among themselves and will differ from 
the muzzle velocities obtained with the trial shots. While 
it is not expected that these variations can be eliminated 
wholly, it is thought that their extent increases with the 
length of storage of the powder and that they can be 
minimized, and battery commanders have been authorized 
this year to blend all powder and remake the charges in 
as short a time as practicable before the practice takes 
place. Of the practices reported to date, advantage’ was 
taken of this authority in but one. case, and in this prac- 
tice remarkable results were obtained. The practice was 
at a moving target at an average range of 5,978 yards, 
the center of impact of the series—six shots—was 27.2 
vards beyond the target and the maximum range error— 
that is, the maximum variation in range from the center 
of impact—was 8.3 yards. As the vertical dispersion of 
this series was but one yard and the lateral dispersion 
four yards, all.six shots of the series struck within a rec- 
tangle one yard by four yards, and therefore might have 
struck the same plate on a battleship. While it is thought 
that these results are such that they are likely to be rare- 
ly duplicated, it is believed that they may be considered 
indicative of the beneficial results to be obtained from 
the adoption of the practice of blending powder. 

As the results of practice with guns below six inches 
in caliber have not as a rule. been satisfactory, General 
Murray has recommended, therefore, that all carriages 
not equipped for using quadrant elevations be so equipped, 
and the Ordnance Departmert is now engaged in the work 
of carrying out this recommendation. 

With regard to the Field Artillery, General Murray 
holds that the regimental organization authorized for that 
arm by the law separating it from the Coast Artillery is 
of undoubted wisdom, being a recognition of the lessons 
of the recent Russo-Japanese war and the most advanced 
cpinions on Field Artillery organization. The advantage 
to an Army superior in Field Artillery has been so thor- 
oughly demonstrated and recognized that every nation of 
importance is putting forth special activity in developing 
and perfecting the organization and equipment of this 
arm. A large number of experienced Field Artillery offi- 
cers prefer the organization of the six batteries to a regi- 
ment into three battalions of two batteries each, instead 
of two battalions of three batteries each. It is believed, 
however, that the present organization follows more close- 
ly the teachings of the Russo-Japanese war, and should 
at least be given a fair service trial before any change 
is recommended. 

In conclusion, General Murray urgently recommends 
that appropriations be made for the ensuing year to in- 
clude barracks and quarters for both Coast and Field Ar- 
tillery, made necessary by the Act of Jan. 25, 1907, the 
installation of the standard fire-control system at Narra- 
gansett Bay, eastern entrance to Long Island Sound, and 
Hampton Roads, the installation of power plants and 
searchlights in the United States, the completion of the 

gun and mine defenses at Manila, Subig Bay and Hawaii, 
and for continuing the joint Army and militia coast-de- 
fense exercises. 





DEPARTMENT OF THE GULF. 

Brig. Gen. Winfield S. Edgerly, U.S.A., commanding 
the Department of the Gulf, devotes his annual report 
chiefly to a statement of the routine work performed by 
the troops of his command during the fiscal year. It 
includes the following: 

“It is recommended that subsistence funds for the pur- 
chase of liquid coffee for use of militia troops traveling 
at the expense of the United States, be transferred to 
the commissary or commanding officer of the troops, to 
be disbursed by them as is now done by officers of the 
Regular Army. It is entirely practicable to connect Forts 
Barrancas and McRee by a causeway, and I recommend 
that one be built, so that, in case of a recurrence of the 
high winds of last year, the detachment at McRee can 
take refuge in Barrancas. I heartily concur in the 
recommendation of my predecessor that ‘assignments of 
commissioned officers to coast artillery companies be made 
permanent, not to be changed except for compelling 
cause’.”” 








DECISIONS OF THE WAR DEPARTMENT. 


Question having arisen whether 23d U.S. Infantry 
should remain at the Jamestown Exposition until its 
close, no good reason appearing for its withdrawal, it was 
directed that it remain. 

Question having arisen whether Engineer officers sent 
to Philippine Islands on fortification duty be ordered to 
report to division commander, it was directed that they 
should so report. 

Classification of deserters on reports target practice: 
On an appeal from a certain decision of the Chief of Staff 
that deserters would not be excused from classification, 
it was found that such decision is in conflict with Small 
Arms Firing Regulatiors of a later date and is therefore 
superseded. 

The question having arisen as to the proper ratings in 
a torpedo company, until Iately a gun company, it was di- 
rected that ratings in force when a gun company be au- 
thorized should hold until the receipt of War Department 
order changing designation of company. ‘ 

Division of company fund for newly organized batter- 
ies: The question having arisen as to what denominator 
should be used in deciding on fractional portions of fund 
on division, it is directed that the actual number of men 
in the old battery at the time of division should be used 
as the denominator. 

Upon the recommendation of the Commissary General 
certain paragraphs of the Subsistence Manual were or- 
dered rescinded in the interest of good administration. 

Upon the withdrawal of the garrison from Fort Assin- 
niboine, there being on hand a quantity of ice put up by 
the labor of the troops and a portion of such ice having 


- 


been sold, it was directed that the proceeds be distributed 
among the troops that assisted in putting up the ice. 

The question having arisen whether under a W.D. or- 
der of 1905 men are entitled to an extra clothing allow- 
ance when drawing of olive drab uniforms, it was held 
—— the present clothing orders they are not so en- 
itled. ‘ 

Report upon sergeants major of Coast Artillery : Chief 
of Artillery haying recommended form for such a report 
and draft of order on the subject, it was directed that 
both be approved.- - 

Question having arisen as to the proper method of exe- 
cuting “Inspection Pistols,” Provisional Drill Regula- 
tions, there being conflict in directions, it was decided 
that the latest Provisional Drill Regulations govern. 

_ Requests having been made for certain sums for shoot- 
ing galleries and ranges at Forts Duchesne, Utah, Davis, 
Alaska and Morgan, Ala., such allowances were made. 

An officer having attained a percentage below the mini- 
mum prescribed in two subjects, and board having found 
him not qualified professionally for promotion, it was di- 
rected that action of board be approved and officer sus- 
pended from promotion for one year. 

+ Request having been made for additional allotment for 
shooting galleries and ranges at Fort Lawton, Wash., it 
was directed that the amount requested be allotted. 

Interpretation of Paragraph 1873, A.R.: Following 
questions raised: (a) Does enlisted man qualifying in 
one year draw pay until Dec. 31 of the following year? 
It was directed that this question be answered in the af- 
firmative. (b) Does a soldier who qualifies in one year 
retain such qualification to close next target year, if he 
fails to requalify in such preceding year, and when does 
he pass to next lower class? It was directed that the 
officer be informed that a soldier would retain the higher 
classification until the close of the next succeeding year 
and the lower classification in the year following. 





ARMY PAY HERE AND IN CANADA. 


There is food for thought in a comparison of the rates 
of pay that can be offered recruits by agents who recruit 
men for the Royal Canadian army. A perusal of an ad- 
vertisement, which appears in the Canadian Military Ga- 
zette, shows that able-bodied, bonafide British subjects 
can enter the cavalry, mounted rifles, field and garrison 
artillery, engineers, infantry, army service corps and army 
medical corps with rates of pay fully twenty-five per cent, 
more than are paid men in the United States Army. The 
comparison of monthly pay is as follows:

Transportation to recruiting stations—United States, 
nothing ; Canadian, $10. 

Pensions—Service retirement, U.S., after thirty years;

ENCOURAGING WORDS FROM THE PRESIDENT. 


In an address delivered at Cairo, Ill., Oct. 3, President 
Roosevelt said : 

The policy of ‘‘peace with insult’’ is the very worst policy 
upon which it is possible to embark, whether for a nation 
or an individual. To be rich, unarmed, and yet insolent and 
aggressive is to court well-nigh certain disaster. The only 
safe and honorable rule of foreign policy for the United States 
is to rhow itself courteous toward other nations, scrupulous 
not to infringe upon their rights, and yet able and ready to 
defend its own. This nation is now on terms of the most 
cordial good will with all other nations. Let us make it a 
prime object of our policy to preserve these conditions. To 
do so it is necessary on the one hand to mete out a generous 
justice to all other peoples and show them courtesy and re- 
spect; and on the other hand, as we are yet a good way off 
from the millennium, to keep ourselves in such shape as to 
make it evident to all men that we desire peace because we 
think it is just and right and not from motives of weakness 
or timidity. As for the first requisite, this means that not 
only the Government but the people as a whole shall act in 
the needed spirit; for otherwise the folly of a few individuals 
may work lasting discredit to the whole nation. 

The second requisite is more easily secured—let us build 
up and maintain at the highest point of. efficiency the United 
-States Navy. In any great war on land we should have to 
rely in the future as we have relied in the past chiefly upon 
volunteer soldiers; and although it is indispensable that our 
little Army, an army Iudicrously small relatively to the 
wealth and population of this mighty nation, should itself be 
trained. to the highest point and should be valued and re- 
spected as is demanded by the worth of the officers and en- 
listed men, yet it is not necessary that this Army should be 
large as compared to the armies of other great nations. 

But as regards the Navy all this is different. We have an 
enormous coast line, and our coast line is on two great 
oceans. To repel hostilé attacks the fortifications and not 
the Navy must be used; but the best way to parry is to hit— 
no fight can ever be won except by hitting—and we can only 
hit by means of the Navy. It is utterly impossible to im- 
provise even a makeshift Navy under the dit of d 
warfare. We now have a good Navy, not yet large enough 
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for our needs, but of excellent material. Where a navy is as 
small as ours, the cardinal rule must be that the battleships 
shall not be separated. This year I am happy to say that 
we. shall begin a course which I hope will be-steadily followed 
hereafter, that, namely, of keeping the battleship fleet alter- 
nately in the Pacific and in the Atlantic. Early in December 
the fleet will begin its voyage to the Pacific, and it will num- 
ber, friends, among’ its formidable fighting craft three great 
battleships, named, respectively, the Illinois, the Missouri and 
the Kentucky. It is a national fleet in every sense of the 
term, and its welfare should be, and I firmly believe is, as 
much a matter of pride and concern for every man in the 
furthest interior of.our country as for every man on the sea- 
coast. A long ocean voyage is mighty.good training; and not 
the least good it will do will be to show just the points where 
our naval program needs strengthening. Incidentally I think 
the voyage will have one good effect, for, to judge by their 
comments on the movement, some excellent em in my own 
section of the country need to be reminded that the Pacific 
coast is exactly as much a part of this nation as the Atlantic 
coast. 


MILITIA OF 'EHE UNITED STATES. 

In his report relative to the militia of the United States 
for the fiscal year ending June 30, 1907, Major Gen. F. 
Cc. Ainsworth, Adjutant General of the Army, announces 
that 7,330 officers and 81,713 enlisted men were present 
at the spring inspections for the War Department, and 
that the absentees numbered 307 officers and 14,933 en- 
listed men, out of a total organized strength of 105,213. 
The number of men reported to have been ‘“‘absent with- 
out leave’ ’was much smaller than at former inspections. 
In the inspection of 1906, out of 105,693 officers and en- 
listed men, 14.84 per cent. were absent, and in that of 
1905, out of 111,313 officers and enlisted men, 18.19 per 
cent. In 1904 the percentage was 21.02, and in 1903 it 
was 23.45. These figures show a steady increase in the 
relative numbers of members of the organized militia pres- 
ent at the inspections. 

New York, with 920 officers and 13,314 enlisted men, 
had the largest force, and Nevada, with eight officers and 
two enlisted men, the smallest. The companies that com- 
posed the organized militia of the latter state were mus- 
tered out May 20, 1906. The second largest force is that 
of Pennsylvania, with 721 officers and 9,167 enlisted men, 
and the second smallest is New Mexico, with thirty-two 
cfficers and 226 enlisted men. 

Since the Dick act became operative there has been a 
decrease of almost 10 per cent. in the total strength, due, 
in part, to the disbandment or re-formation of inefficient 
organizations. 

Of the annual appropriation of $2,000,000 for the mili- 
tia, the Secretary of War set aside $1,500,000 for arms, 
equipments and camp purposes, and $500,000 for the pro- 
motion of rifle practice, the latter item including the ac- 
quirement, construction, equipment and maintenance of 
shooting galleries and target ranges. 

Several of the adjutants-general claim that the dis- 
tribution would be more equitable if it were made on 
the basis of the number of men actually enrolled. The 
effort to obtain the prompt transmission of accurate re- 
turns Was no more successful than in previous years, and 
they were no more accurate or complete. The correc- 
tien and completion of these returns required much cor- 
respondence with the state authorities. ‘ 

The War Department has decided that unless the or- 
ganization of the staff and the units of the militia of a 
state is in entire accord with the Regular and Volunteer 
Armies of the United States, the conformity required by 
Section 3 of the militia law does not exist. As a result, 
many of the militia organizations reported in 1906 as con- 
forming to the Regular Army appear in this report as 
not being in conformity. In a majority of the states this 
lack of conformity can be remedied without much diffi- 
culty, because state executives have authority, under the 
militia codes of their respective states, to change the or- 
ganization of the militia forces of the state. In some few 
states and territories legislative action will be necessary. 
The states that conform the closest to the organization 
of the Army required are the following: Colorado, Flori- 
da, Missouri, Ohio, Oklahoma, Tennessee, Texas, state of 
Washington and Wisconsin. 

The reports of the annual inspections were much more 
satisfactory than those of former inspections, showing 
that of the 2,179 organizations inspected, 1,437 were fully 
armed, uniformed, and equipped for field service at an 

- season of the year; that twenty-five were fully bined, 
uniformed and equipped for service during summer only; 
that 221 were deficient in articles of clothing, camp equip- 
age, kitchen utensils, or ordnance and ordnance stores, 
and that 496 were not sufficiently armed, uniformed, and 
equipped for field service. The same conditions exist with 
regard to overcoats that have obtained during the past 
four years, it being considered by the states to be a waste 
of money to obtain supplies of such an expensive article 
without a place in which to store them and to care for 
them in a proper manner. 

As in previous years, there are many recommendations 
for a change in the time set for the inspections. The 
time favored generally for these inspections seems to be 
the encampment period, which extends from the first of 
June, in the Northern and Eastern states, to the end of 
November, in the Southern and Southwestern states. . 

These inspections, however, are made to ascertain 
whether the various states are entitled to the use of their 
apportionment for pay, subsistence, and transportation ; 
and as such information must be available at the begin- 
ning of the fiscal year, it is impracticable to defer the 
inspections until after that period. 
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ATLANTIC FLEET IN GALE. 


During an unusually heavy Northeasterly storm which 
swept the New England coast on Sept. 29, with the wind 
blowing at times at the rate of seventy miles an hour, ves- 
sels of the Atlantic Fleet at anchor in Cape Cod Bay had 
an exciting time. The storm caused the vessels of the 
fleet to temporarily abandon the target practice in which 
they were engaged in Cape Cod Bay, off Provincetown, 
and proceed to nearby harbors. The flagship Connecticut 
and several others went to Portsmouth, while other ves- 
sels, including the battleship Illinois and the refrigerating 
ship Glacier, went to Boston. A number of casualties 
were reported. These included the death of Lieut. John 
H.- Furse, of the Illinois, and the drowning of Harris 
Carroll, an ordinary seaman on the battleship Minnesota, 
who was washed overboard and lost. Chief Boatswain’s 
Mate R. D. Bottcher, of the Illinois, received hurts ex- 
pected to prove fatal. Another petty officer, A. Peterson, 
boatswain’s mate, second class, was injured, but not 
severely. 

‘The Illinois on Sunday, Sept. 29, was about twelve 
miles off Barnstable harbor and five miles off Sandy Neck 
lighthouse, and was riding the storm with both anchors 
out. Lieutenant Furse was officer of the deck. At seven 
an the evening he went forward on his regular rounds, 


He stopped on the forecastle, at the forward hatch, to con- 
fer with Chief Boatswain’s Mate Bottcher. A wave more 
mountainous than any of the others struck and broke in- 
board, and Lieutenant Furse, Bottcher and Peterson were 
caught up in the rush of water, and with tremendous 
force were hurled against the combing of the forward 
hatch, Other men on deck hung on with difficulty and 
many received bruises. : 

The injured were hurriedly taken to the sick bay, 
where at the first it was seen there was little hope of 
Lieutenant Furse’s life. It was largely on account of 
his need of surgical treatment, that could not well be 
given, that the I}linois was rushed to Boston. Lieutenant 
Furse’s liver was ruptured, and he almost immediately 
became unconscious and suffered no pain before his death 
at four a.m., Sept. 30. Every expedient was employed 
by Surg. Edward M. Shipp of the Illinois, but the lieu- 
tenant grew gradually weaker and finally died. His re- 
mains were taken ashore at Chelsea. Bottcher was very 
seriously hurt and is at the Chelsea Naval Hospital. 
Peterson was very severely bruised, but was soon able to 
be up and about the ship. ants 

From the IlJinois were also landed two other injured 
men for hospital treatment and one sick man. Seaman 
Edward Smith had lacerated and sprained his ankle by 
an accident while hoisting ammunition at target practice 
on Sept. 28, and Coal Passer Bates had hurt his foot 
with an ashean. Coal Passer Driscoll was sick, having 
a severe fever and cold. { ; 

During the gale the refrigerator and supplyship Glacier 
dragged her anchors and fouled the Des Moines, having a 
slight hole punched in the upper part of her port bow, a 
few dents and bent davits. Warning of the gale had been 
given and all the ships of the fleet had prepared for its 
coming. The Glacier was anchored near the Des Moines 
and had held securely for hours. Then she commenced 
to drag, and bore down on the Des Moines. Capt. A. E. 
Culver, of the Des Moines, and Comdr. F. M. Bennett, of 
the Glacier, used every precaution, paying out-or steam- 
ing up on their anchors in an effort to let the Glacier go 
by clear to one side and far enough away to clear the 
anchor chains of the cruiser. With the hurricane at its 
greatest height the ships fouled, the Glacier striking the 
Des Moines astern, and the vessels came together a num- 
ber of times. Finally the anchor chains of the Glacier 
snapped, and she drifted astern of the Des Moines. She 
was then headed for sea and, after the storm abated, she 
went to the Boston Navy Yard. The Des Moines suffered 
no important injury, it is reported. The injuries were, it 
is said, mostly on deck, due to being raked by the bowsprit 
of the Glacier. 

Rear Admiral Evans notified the Secretary of the Navy 
of the loss of anchors and chains by the battleships Min- 
nesota, Kentucky and Ohio, the supplyship Glacier (2), 
the cruiser Des Moines (2), the colliers Marcellus and 
Cesar, and the yacht Mayflower. “The Kearsarge and 
Maine,” he said, “lost anchors getting under way. Maine 
recovered anchor. Expect to recover anchors of battle- 
ships and Glacier and Des Moines.” 

A collision during the storm also occurred, it is re- 
ported, between the auxiliary transport Prairie and the 
schooner Flora Nickerson. The Nickerson suffered severe 
damage. Comdr. A. A. Ackerman was ordered to take 
the Prairie to Boston. 

The Tennessee at Newport, R.I., during the storm, it is 
reported, parted one of her anchor chains. These state- 
ments are based upon reports telegraphed to the daily 
papers. 
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AWARD OF CONTRACTS FOR SUBMARINES. 


Secretary Metcalf has decided the knotty question as 
to awarding contracts for submarines by dividing the 
$8,000,000 appropriated by Congress for that purpose. 
The Electric, or Holland, Boat Company will build seven 
boats. four of which will be of the Octopus type and 
three of the same type, but larger. There was reserved 
from the $5,000,000 the sum of $774,000, with which the 
Secretary will purchase two submarines of the Lake type. 
The Electric Boat Co. has protested against this division 
of the appropriation. In announcing his decision the Sec- 
retary made the following statement: 


“The act making appropriations for the Naval service 
for the fiscal year ending June 30, 1907, authorized the 
Secretary of the Navy: ‘In his discretion, to contract for 
or purchase subsurface or submarine torpedoboats, to an 
amount not exceeding one million dollars, after such tests 
as he shall see fit to prescribe to determine the compara- 
tive efficiency of the different boats for which bids may 
be submitted.’ The provision contained in the above- 
noted act was modified by the Act of March 2, 1907, with 
respect to the date at which the tests should be completed 
as well as with respect to the limit of cost. 

“In carrying out the provisions of these acts, the De- 
partment organized a board of five officers for the pur- 
pose of conducting trials of such boats as might be sub- 
mitted in conformity with their provisions. This board 
was composed of officers who had not been connected with 
previous boards for trial of submarine boats. The only 
hoats submitted for trial under the provisions of the act 
were the Octopus, which had been constructed by the 
Electric Boat Company, under contract with the Govern- 
ment; the Lake, which was submitted by the Lake Tor- 
pedoboat Company, and a quarter size model submitted 
by the Subsurface Torpedoboat Company. The trials of 
these vessels were held at Newpert, R.I., from April 29 
to May 29, 1907. The board made exhaustive trials and 
investigations of the boats above noted, and gave careful 
consideration to the merits claimed for each type of boat. 
The result of these trials indicated that the Octopus was 
superior to the Lake, the trial board stating in conclusion 
that: ‘It is the unanimous opinion of this board that the 
Octopus is the superior boat presented for tests; and, 
furthermore, that she is equal to the best boat now owned 
by the United States and (or) under contract.’ With 
respect to the suhsurface boat the board further reported 
that: ‘In the absence of a regular subsurface boat, there 
being but a quarter size model, it was impossible to make 
a satisfactory comparison with any class of vessels.’ 

“The report of the trial board was submitted to the 
Board on Construction, which board, after careful analy- 
sis of the actual results reported by the trial board, unani- 
mously recommended that the Department enter into con- 
tract with the Electric Boat Company for four submarine 
boats of the general type of the Octopus, and four sub- 
marine boats of the larger type suggested by the trial 
board, provided that the guaranteed submerged speed 
for two hours, in the case of the smaller boat, be one 
knot greater than proposed in the bid, and that the guar- 
anteed submerged speed for two hours, in the case of 
the larger boat, be one and one-half knots greater than 
that proposed by the bidder. It was also recommended 
that a reduction of $28,000 be made in the price sub- 
mitted by the bidder for the smaller boat, and that a 
reduction of $20,000 be made in the price submitted by 
the bidder for the larger boat. 

“Although the report of the trial board was unanimous 
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aad definite, and the report of the Board on Construction 
was equally so—the recommendations of the last-named 
board provided for a reduction, in the bid-price, with an 
increase in the guaranteed qualities to be attained—the 
Tbepartment, in view of certain representations submitted 
by those interested, referred the matter to the Attorney 
General, whose opinion was to the general effect that the 
Department had full discretion in the matter within the 
limit of the appropriation, and so long as the boats con- 
tracted for conformed to the specific requirements of the 
Act of Congress making appropriation therefor. 

“Therefore, in view of the explicit provisions of the 
Act of March 2, 1907, the opinion of the Attorney Gen- 
eral, the unanimous opinion of the Board on Comparative 
Trials of Submarines and Subsurface Boats, and the 
unanimous recommendation of the Board on Construction, 
the Department has decided to award a contract for four 
submarine boats of the Oc. ‘us type, and three additional 
submarine boats of the same type, though of greater 
displacement, to the Electric Boat Company, under the 
conditions as to reduced price and guarantee for superior 
speed recommended by the Board on Construction, but has 
reserved from the total authorized appropriation of 
$3,000,000 a sum suflicient to permit the construction 
of one or even two. boats of a type other than that re- 
ported upon favorably by the trial board should it sub- 
sequently prove advisable to build such a vessel or vessels, 
the law Jeaving it entirely discretionary with the Depart- 
ment as to how much of the total authorized amount of 
$3,000,000 should be obligated at this time.”

WARSHIPS AT HONOLULU. 


During the visit of the first squadron of the Pacific 
Fleet to Honolulu a brilliant reception was given on 
Sept. 17 by Rear Admiral Dayton, Capt. John B. Milton, 
of the West Virginia, Capt. Aaron Ward, of the Penn- 
sylvania, Capt. S. A. Staunton, of the Colorado, and 
Capt. C. Thomas, of the Maryland, and the officers of 
their four ships, to a host of Honolulans on board the 
flagship and the Pennsylvania. The West Virginia and 
Pennsylvania lay one on each side of the naval dock and 
their electrica} decorations were of unusual beauty. The 
fighting masts were strung with electric bulbs and the 
smokestacks were also decorated in the same manner. 
The long naval dock was covered with an awning of 
flags and the national colors of practically every nation 
on the globe formed the roof. The searchlights of the 
cruisers were playing on the national standards and also 
on the dock. Clusters and strings of electric lights along 
the side of the ships and on standards, which had been 
erected for the occasion, added to the brilliancy. The 
groups: of officers in uniform of the Navy, Army and 
National Guard, each accompanied by a lady in a gown 
which set off the white uniforms, strengthened the effect, 
and the entire scene was one which will be long remem- 
hered by all those who were present. A band, formed of a 
combination from the bands of all four cruisers, was 
placed at one side of the dock and played various selec- 
tions. 

As the guests arrived they were greeted by various 
officers from the four vessels and shown to. the gangways, 
where other officers helped the ladies to ascend and con- 
ducted them to the rooms which had been set aside for 
their use. ‘The men were also taken care of with every 
courtesy possible. On coming on deck again a second 
gangway was used to reach an extension which had been 
added to the dock for use in receiving the guests. Here 
were stalioned Admiral Dayton, Captains Milton, Staun- 
ton, Ward and Thomas, and Mesdames Jackson, Price, 
Meyers and Gelm. The visitors were introduced to them 
by Major Myers, U.S.M.C., and Flag Lieutenant Tomp- 
kins. From there most of the visitors passed on to the 
West Virginia, where dancing was started shortly after 
nine o'clock. 

The after-decks of the two cruisers were the dancing 
floors, on the West Virginia the music being furnished 
by a Hawaiian quintet, while an orchestra of stringed 
instruments performed the same duty on the Pennsy!- 
vania. Along the side ef the dock were refreshment 
beoths where punch, lemonade, sandwiches and other light 
delicacies were ready for all. In the center of the dock 
was a group of four field pieces, which guarded a mas- 
sive silver punchbow], a part of the silver service of one 
of the cruisers. Miniature ponds, with gold fish swim- 
ming about in them, completed a most effective bit of 
decoration. Another part of the decoration, which at- 
tracted a great deal of attention, was a lotus pond, on 
the end of the dock, where the officers received their 
guests. 

The ships were decorated with palms and flowers, cosy 
corners being scattered around in profusion, and pretty 
girls and young naval officers might be found taking ad- 
vantage of the little retreats between dances. Flowers 
were used in abundance, and the good taste shown by 
those who had charge of the work of decorating was re- 
marked .on by many. Chairs were placed around the 
decks, giving the dancers a chance to rest and be fanned 
during the intervals in the music. 

Almost everyone in the social circles of the city seemed 
to be present. Governor and Mrs. Walter F. Frear were 
prominent among the guests, and others were Paymr.

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VARIOUS NAVAL ITEMS. 


Some years ago, says the Scientific American, a fleet of 
British colliers was sunk during a storm in an English 
harbor, and remained under water for five years before 
being salved and brought to the surface. An examination 
of the coal showed that it had kept its value for steam 
purposes, and this led to some experiments by the naval 
authorities, which settled beyond all doubt that coal 
stored under water did not deteriorate as when stored in 
the air.

The cruiser Washington passed the Narrows at New 
York, Oct. 1, bound to sea. She took the new Ambrose 
Channel. , 

The United States has now twenty-nine battleships, 
including those being built, all of which should bear the 
names of states, but ten of the names of states have been 
appropriated by armored cruisers—one, New York, by a 
cruiser and four by monitors, the Arkansas, Florida, Ne- 
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vada, and Wyoming. The old Michigan had its name 
changed to Wolverine and the old New Hampshire was 
renamed Granite State, thus releasing two state names 
for battleships. The Act of May 4, 1898, requires that 
monitors should be named for states. The name of the 
monitor Connecticut was changed to Nevada and its name 
given to Rear Admiral Evans’s flagship. 

For the two vacancies in the Navy Pay Corps, caused 
by the resignation of Paymrs. Henry I. McCrea and 
P.A. Arthur 8S. Peters, there will be examinations within 
a few weeks. Paymr. Perry G. Kennard, now at the 
Fort Lyon Naval Hospital for tubercular patients, will 
be ordered before a retiring board and the vacancy 
caused by his retirement will also be filled from the 
successful candidates at the same examination. 


The United States armored cruiser South Dakota, ac- 
cording to a newspaper despatch from San Francisco, 
Cal., Oct. 1, is fully completed save for the installation 
of her six-inch batteries, and was towed into the stream 
from the dock at the Union Iron Works and was deliv- 
ered to the government at the navy yard, Mare Island, 
Cal., Oct. 2. 

The Cincinnati and Raleigh have been ordered placed 
out of commission at the navy yard, Mare Island, Cal. 

The Monterey was placed in commission in reserve 
on Sept. 28, 1907, at the Naval Station, Olongapo, P.I. 

The Russ, of St. Petersburg, states that the Russian 
Admiralty has decided on the construction at the Baltic 
works of two battleships of 25,000 tons. They are to be 
completed within two years. They will be armed with 
ten twelve-inch and six eight-inch guns, 

The new second class German turbine cruiser Stettin 
attained a speed during her trials at Stettin on Sept. 30 
of 25.8 knots an hour, which is considerably above the 
contract requirements. The Stettin has 3,350 tons dis- 
placement, is 354 1-4 feet long, and has 54 1-2 feet beam. 
She was built at the Vulcan Works, at Stettin. Her en- 
gines are of 13,200 indicated horse-power, she mounts 
ten. 4.1-inch guns and eight 2.2-inch guns, has two tor- 
pedo tubes, and carries a crew of 295 officers and men. 
Iler contract speed was to have been 23.5 knots. 

Under the command of Lord Charles Beresford the com- 
bined home, Atlantic and Channel fleets of the British 
navy will leave Portland about Oct. 14 for the autumn 
maneuvers, which are this year being conducted in the 
North Sea. Lord Charles Beresford will be accompanied 
by no less than nine admirals, and the ships of his fleet 
will include twenty-five battleships, fourteen armored 
cruisers and ten protected cruisers, with a fleet of smaller 
vessels, including torpedoboat destroyers, numbering more 
than sixty. 

The Berlin correspondent of the London Standard says 
that in the near future Germany will remove the head- 
quarters of the navy from Kiel to Wilhelmshaven, the 
former being too remote from the waters in which the 
German fleet would necessarily operate in the event of 
war. New docks are being rapidly built at Wilhelms- 
haven and other preparations are going on, to be com- 
pleted at the end of 1908. The correspondent points out 
that the transference will alter the balance of naval 
power in the North Sea. The distance from Wilhelms- 
haven to the English coast is 300 miles. 

The U.S.S. Gloucester and her consort, the Lebanon, 
from Pensacola, arrived at the navy yard, Portsmouth, 
N.H., Oct. 4, several days overdue, on account of rough 
weather. 

The marine band left Washington Sunday night, Sept. 
29, for a tour in the West. The first stop was Pitts- 
burgh, for a week’s engagement. 

Carmine Roberts, of Chicago, was the lowest bidder, at 
$55,130, for constructing sewers and drains at the naval 
training station for the Great Lakes at Chicago. 

Master Mechanic John S. Von Hermann, of the 
Naval Gun Factory in Washington, has been ordered to 
go to the Puget Sound yard to supervise the installation 
of turret sights on the Nebraska and Colorado. While 
there he will instruct the employees of that yard how 
to perform this work in the future. . 
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CHANGES IN NAVY REGULATIONS. 

Changes in U.S. Navy Regulations, Nos. 9 and 10, is- 
sued under date of Aug. 5 and 19, 1907, makes changes 
in Articies 9, 14, 22, 47, 61, 76, 91, 158, 171, 254, 391, 
392, 398, 406, 408, 528, 566, 609, 616, 658, 758, 797, 
832, 878, 884, 885, 974, 979, 982, 1022, 1108, 1212, 
1239, 1241, 1285, 1308, 1385, 1443, 1477, 1498, 1527, 
1547, 1548, 1555, 1600, 1601, 1603, 1604, 1605, 1606, 
1609, 1610, 1620, 1656, 1657, 1673, 1676, 1681, 1698, 
1713, and 1770. The principal changes are the following: 

Art. 9 is changed so as to exempt electric machinery 
from the contract of the Bureau of Steam Engineering. 

The precedence of officers of the Navy shall be regulated by 
the precedence list published in the Navy Register. All pro- 
cessions on shore where officers appear in an official capacity 
and where formation is necessary shall be regarded as military 
formations. Where commissioned officers of the different corps, 
who are not graduates of the Naval Academy, take precedence 
from the same date, they shall be arranged in the precedence 
table to take rank in the following order: (a) Line officers ; 
(b) medical officers; (c) pay officers; (d) chaplains; (e) pro- 
fessors of mathematics; (f) naval constructors; (g) civil engi- 
neers. 

Paragraphs 2, 8, 6, and 10, amend to read: (2) Where 
there is no civil engineer he shall be charged with the special 
duties of the latter; (3) he shall have direct charge of the 
police and the enforcement of police and fire regulations, and 
of yard tugs and the crews thereof; (6) he shall have im- 
mediate charge of the moving and mooring of vessels in 
ordinary; he shall visit and observe all parts of the navy 
yard and its establishments and shall make such reports as 
will enable the commandant to be fully informed as to the 
working of the various parts of the station under his com- 
mand; (10) he shall have an exact account kept of all ma- 
terial and labor expended upon each object under his control, 
from which shall be prepared a monthly report to the Bureau 
of all expenditures; this report shall be accompanied by a 
written detailed report of work done and progress made upon 
each object for which money has been allotted. 

Art. 61. Prescribes ceremonies in passing Mt. Vernon. 

Art. 91. Strike out except a Chief of Bureau. 

Art. 158. Authorizes the naval governor of Guam or 
Tutuila to carry a Union Jack at the bow when paying 
visits of ceremony. 

Art. 500. Requires monthly reports of coal from the 
equipment officer. 

Art. 758. Requires a list of officers when the vessel 
gets out of commission. 

Art. 832. Prohibits enlistment of deserters from Rey- 
enue Cutter Service. 

Art. 974. Requires the monthly return of the strength 
4 the Marine Corps to be made to the Secretary of the 

avy. 

Art. 1108. Authorizes executive officers to occupy quar- 
ters of chief of staff when not needed for a chief of staff.

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THE NAVAL ACADEMY. 


Annapolis, Md., Oct. 2, 1907. 

The Naval Academy opened Saturday and the full number 
of midshipmen, together with officers, professors and instruc- 
tors, reported for duty at four o’clock in the afternoon. The 
opening of the session is notable from the fact that it marks 
the beginning of the administration of Capt. Charles J. Badger 
as Superintendent, it being the first day that he has acted as 
Superintendent with the full brigade of midshipmen under his 
charge. There has also been an unusual number of changes 
among the officers and instructors since the last session. After 
the superintendency, the most important change is that of 
Commandant of Midshipmen, in which Capt. George P. Col- 
vocoresses has been succeeded by Comdr. W. S. Benson. An- 
other important change is in the head of the department of 
mathematics, now more important than ever from the fact that 
the department has been combined with the department of 
mechanics. After a service of many years, Prof. W. W. 
Hendrickson has retired, and Prof. Stimson J. Brown has been 
appointed the first head of the consolidated department. The 
namber of departments will remain the same, however, as the 
new department of electricity, with Lieut. Comdr. W. H. G. 
Bullard at its head, has been carved from the department of 
physics and chemistry, of which Prof. N. M. Terry is the head. 
Other important changes are in the heads of the departments 
of mechanical engineering and naval construction, modern 
languages and ordnance and gunnery. In the first, Capt. J. K. 
Barton has.been succeeded by Comdr. F. W. Bartlett. Lieut. 
Comdr. E. L. Beach has succeeded Prof. H. McL. P. Huse as 
ranking officer in the department of modern languages, while 
Comdr. J. A. Hoogewerff is now at the head of the depart- 
ment of ordnance and gunnery, a position held by Capt. T. B. 
Howard. There are also a number of changes in positions of 
less importance. 

By the appointment of Mr. Peter Magruder as secretary of 
the Naval Academy the vacancy in the Superintendent’s office 
has been filled. 

The midshipmen opened their football season on the after- 
noon of Oct. 2 by defeating St. John’s College 26 to 0. The 
Navy team played well for so early in the season, and Dague 
and Demott, the ends, handled forward passes cleverly. Lange, 
a new man, was tried at quarter and gave great promise. He 
kicked a goal from the field. Young Spencer, brother of last 
year’s captain, did well at halfback. The Navy lineup was:

He says his injury practically renders it useless for 
him to continue to play. Another loss is that of Charles A. 
Harris, the fast halt-back, who has a growth on the thigh as 
the result of playing football and has decided not to play any 
more. 

More interest than ever before is being taken this year in 
football at the Naval Academy. Some idea of this may be 
had from the fact that six teams were at signal practice on the 
held Thursday aiternoon. A tentative first team has been 
formed and is hard at work. Friday the ‘varsity and scrubs 
had a scrimmage. ‘he ‘varsity tuneup was: Demott and 
Boynton, ends; Northcroft and Magruder, tackles; Brant and 
Wright, guards; Slingluff, center; Lange, quarterback; Spencer 
and Burg, halves; Keinicke, fullback. Captain Douglass will 
be unable to get into the game until the doctors make an ex- 
amination of his leg. The old injury, however, is in good 
shape, and there seems to be no doubt that he will be allowed 
to play. 

Yhe Navy Athletic Association has closed a contract with 
Foster H. Rockwell, ex-quarterback of the Yale eleven and 
head coach of the Elis last season, to help coach the Navy 
team this year. Rockwell will arrive in about two weeks, to 
remain two weeks and return again in November to help get 
the team into prime condition for the great struggle with the 
Army. The coaching staff was increased Saturday by the ar- 
rival of Herbert L. Spencer, captain and halfback of iast 
year’s winning Navy team.

The Navy Department has approved the recommendation of 
the Superintendent of the Naval Academy for a change in the 
academic regulations, so as to permit the reservation of $120 
per annum from the pay of each midshipman while at the 
Naval Academy, instead of $84, as has been the case hitherto. 
A very conservative estimate of the actual cost of the neces- 
sary outfit of the midshipmen in uniform and equipment upon 
graduation amounts to $297. This does not include the uni- 
form overcoat, which he is supposed to take with him from 
the Academy. At least $150 is usually expended for civilian 
clothes, and other items to $500, which is the least amount 
the graduate should have at his disposal in order that he 
may not leave the Academy in debt. The Navy Department 
believes that the new arrangement will induce the midshipmen 
to pay more attention to their expenditures and tend to cul- 
tivate the spirit of economy. 

The cadet officers of the brigade of midshipmen for the 
coming academic term have been announced.

Since the Sheridan has been placed in the drydock 
it has been desired to rush the work ahead as rapidly as pos- 
sible; 180,000 rivets are to be cut from the ship and re- 
placed, and at the present time there are only a comparatively 
few chippers and calkers or drillers to do the work. For 
this reason Naval Constr. Holden A. Evans, head of the con- 
struction and repair department, has issued orders that any 
man who can drive a drill and who is desirous of doing the 
work may be given a job on the big transport. On this ves- 
sel the piece work schedule is in force, and the actual wages 
made by the men show its advantage for them. During the 
first two days chippers and calkers, whose per diem wage is 
$3.98, made all the way from $6.56 to $10.72 a day, while 
drillers, who get $3.20, made $5 per day.

Fort Riley, Kan., Oct. 1, 1907. 

Vernon Pierce, chief engineer of the department of public 
roads, who is inspecting the proposed military road between 
Forts Leavenworth and Riley, arrived in the post on Thursday, 
having covered the distance in an automobile. When he left 
Leavenworth he was accompanied by Congressman D. R. 
Anthony and traveled in his car. At Topeka Congressman 
Anthony turned back and Mr. Pierce continued on his way in 
a Topeka car. Stops were made along the route to interview 
farmers, and in communities the sentiment of the people was 
ascertained. They were also asked if they would furnish the 
required amount of rock with which to construct the highway. 
At all places the sentiment of the people was for the road, and 
they promised gladly to furnish all the rock needed. Mr. 
Pierce is now compiling his report, and when it has been 
completed Congressman Anthony will prepare a bill, to be 
introduced in the lower house, while Senator Curtis will pre- 
pare a bill, to be introduced in the upper house, both asking 
for the building of the road.

Tne organizations of the 6th Field Artillery are rapidly being 
reduced .in numerical strength by discharge of men whose 
terms of enlistment expire.

The batteries are so reduced that 
it ‘is only possible to take out a couple of sections when going 
out for drill.

one so far as the field is concerned. Beyond 600 yards it 
was almost impossible: to distinguish .the. target,..while.up to 
that range the outlines were barely to be distinguished, save 
at 200 or 800 yards,

of Battery D, were married in the parlor of the Savoy Hotel 
in town last week. Miss Belle Gravette of Waterville, Kan., 
was the maid of honor. 

Captain Waterman, the post quartermaster, sent four coal 
miners to the Philippines on Tuesday, where they will be em- 
ployed in mines whieh the War Department is “opening up. to 
furnish coal for the Army transports. e@ men came here 
from Oklahoma, where their services were secured by the 
Quartermaster General. The men are under two-year contracts, 
one as a foreman at the rate of $150 a month, and the others 
at $100 a month. Upon arrival in the islands the men are to 
receive additional compensation in the sum of $15 apiece, 
which amount is for rent. 

The closing phase of the attack on the infantry redoubt, was 
enacted on Tuesday and Wednesday, when the 6th Field Artil- 
lery, Co. A of the Signal Corps, the machine-gun platoons of 
the 7th Cavalry and the 18th Infantry, and the two regiments 
of the Kansas National Guard, were engaged in a combined 
maneuver with the earth-work as the objective. Shortly after 
twelve o’clock on Tuesday, Sept. 24, the troops left the 
camp and the post and marched ouf on the reservation to 
take up the positions assigned them. The 6th Field Artillery 
occupied positions on Sheridan Heights, and shortly after two 
o’clock began firing on the redoubt with shrapnel, it being 
assumed that the batteries were trying to hold down the fire 
from the redoubt while the Infantry were moving up to posi- 
tions nearer the earth-work. After about 200 rounds had 
been expended the fire ceased, and the troops went into bivouac 
for the night. During the evening the searchlight was brought 
into play with the object of ascertaining the value of the 
machine in discovering troops when operating over such a 
diversified terrain. 

In the morning the troops were, on the move before day- 
light, and when the sun was coming over the tops of the dew- 
clad hills the Artillery opened up with blank ammunition, 
while the Infantry, under the direction of Capt. W. T. Merry, 
9th Inf., began taking up new positions nearer the redoubt. 
With the Kansas troops was the machine-gun attachment of 
the 7th Cavalry. The machine-gun attachment of the 18th 
Infantry was stationed in the redoubt, where it repr ted 
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the enemy. Communications between the Infantry and the 
Artillery were maintained by the Signal Corps. The machine- 
gun detachment and the Infantry alternated in supporting 
each other in the forward movement, while the Artillery was 
constantly pounding away. The Kansas troops were filled with 
military ardor, and they proved difficult to hold in formation 
as they neared the redoubt. When within about 200 yards of 
the earth-work the maneuver was declared completed and the 
recall was sounded. 
range of 1,900 yards of the redoubt. The machine-gun de- 
tachment of the 18th Infantry, stationed at the redoubt, ‘‘took 
in’’ the attacking force very cleverly. At one end of the re- 
doubt they piled up hay and placed several men behind it with 
rifles. As the troops advanced they opened fire with ‘‘maga- 
zine fire,’’ and so rapid and well timed was the discharge of 
their pieces that the attacking. force directed a great deal of 
its attention to this portion of the work, presuming that thé 
detachment was located there. Meanwhile the guns were lo- 
cated at the other end of the works. 

During the maneuver General Drew, commanding the Guard, 
spent considerable of his time with Colonel Macomb, command- 
ing the 6th Field Artillery, in order that he might have a 
good view of the field and at thé same time watch the working 
of a modern artillery regiment. With the batteries were the 
members of the National Guard battery, who were assigned 
to those organizations in order that they might receive prac- 
tical instruction. Both officers and enlisted men of the Guard 
declared that the problem was the most instructive that they 
had ever been éngaged in. On the following day the Guard 
was mustered and paid, and on Friday the different organiza- 
tions entrained for their homes. During their stay in camp 
but one man was ill, and he contracted pneumonia before com- 
ing to the encampment.

Light Battery B, of Missouri, of Kansas City, during the 
period of state camp of the Missouri Brigade, held in August 
at St. Joseph, Mo., made a practice march of 135 miles, from 
Kansas City to St. Joseph and. return, in what is thought to 


be record breaking time for National Guard Batteries, and the 
Kansas City battery would like to have information of any 
platoon Guard batteries that have equaled or excelled that 
march, 

The battery, under command of Capt. George R. Collins, and 
accompanied by Lieut. Charles Roemer, 6th Field Art., U.S.A., 
detailed by the Secretary of War, marched from the battery 
armory at 9 o’clock Saturday morning, Aug. 10, for St. 
Joseph, sixty-five and one-half miles by measured distance. 
The battery consisted of the new 3-inch field equipment com- 
plete, with four officers, ninety enlisted men and seventy-eight 
horses. The battery reached the state camp Tuesday noon, 
being delayed on the way by weak bridges, which it was neces- 
sary to repair and several wash-outs, which had to be filled in 
by the cannoneers. 

The battery participated in the duties of the camp until 
Friday afternoon at 5 o’clock, at which time it commenced its 
return march to Kansas City. From then until 5 o’clock 
Saturday afternoon the battery marched forty-two miles, and 
during the interim camped seven hours, repaired three bridges 
and one wash-out. The battery reached its home station 
armory at 5 o’clock Sunday afternoon, having marched 65% 
miles in forty-eight hours, including one hour lost crossing 
the Missouri river on a ferry which could only take across two 
sections at a time, and making the regulation stop of ten 
tminntes at the end of each mile. 

The entire trip was made without injury to a single horse 
and without sickness or injury to any man. For the purpose 
of comparison with other batteries which have made practice 
marches during this or any previous year, the Kansas Cit 
battery would like to receive authentic records of any suc 
marches that other batteries may have made. The contour of 
the terrain between Kansas City and St. Joseph is very hilly, 
with hills 80 steep going out of the Missouri river bottoms, 
opposite Kansas City, that the teams had to be doubled to 
pull up the pieces, and in addition the cannoneers were re- 





quired to run out the picket lines ahead and help pull them. 
The entire country between Kansas City and St. Joseph is 
continuously rolling and hilly, the roads not at any time 
ow from what is known as the Missouri river breaks 
or bluffs.

J. A. P.—See our Army table of stations for dates when 
regiments will go to and return from Philippines. 


R. asks: Whether or not a retired enlisted man living in 
the vicinity of a military pést can purchase commissaries and 
fuel at said post. Answer: There have been cases where 
retired enlisted men have been allowed the privilege indicated 
in times past; but now the allowance of $15.75 for commuta- 
tion of quarters, light and fuel is held to be all that can be 
given. 

CONSTANT READER asks: (1) Is an American soldier on 
furlough (with permission to visit foreign country) allowed 
to wear uniform on same? In this case I have reference to 
Denmark. (2) How can I get my citizenship papers while 
in the Army? (3) Is an ex-marine entitled to wear a Service 
chevron for enlistment in U.S.M.C., now serving in the Army? 
Answer: (1) There is no rule about wearing uniform in a 
foreign country. You can do so if you choose. (2) File your 
petition in any court of competent jurisdiction and exhibit 
your honorable discharge and proof of good character. If you 
have served five years in the Marine Corps you can be ad- 
mitted to citizenship without previous declaration of inten- 
tion. (3) An ex-marine in the Army would not be entitled 
to a service chevron, but for war service might be so en- 
titled. Enlisted men will wear service-in-war chevrons until 
the new campaign badges are issued. 

B.—A private of the Hospital Corps on duty with a recruit- 
ing party must perform such duties as may be deemed neces- 
sary by his superiors. As in other branches of the Service 
emergency many demand a man to perform certain duties out- 
side of his regular routine, and he must perform them. No 





‘officer or man can limit himself to perform a stated duty and 


no other.

J. M. E.—No one but a soldier is entitled to wear the 
regulation button on any coat. If the coat itself was former- 
ly Government property the possession or wearing of the same 
is a violation of the law. If the wearer of the coat is an ex- 
soldier and he obtained the coat as a part of his uniform 
from the Government, it becomes his property after discharge. 
The wearing of the coat, however, might subject him to the 
embarrassment of arrest, and the burden of proof as to how 
it came into his possession.

It is polo fever in its most contagious form. 

Capt. Robert U. Patterson, Med. Corps, has returned to 
Camp Columbia after a short visit in the States. 

Camp Columbia has five exchanges, and all are doing a 
flourishing business. All the old useless shacks on the reser- 
vation are being torn down to make room for larger and more 
modern buildings. Over 200 recruits were brought to Cuba 
on the last trip of the Kilpatrick. 

Pvt. H. C. Foster died at Cienfuegos from yellow fever. 
Encouraging reports as to conditions at Cienfuegos continue 
to come to General Barry. An order has been issued for- 
bidding soldiers the privilege of visiting that portion of 
Havana known as Jesus del Monte, owing to a case of yellow 
fever being reported from there. The weather is growing 
cooler, and it is likely that the danger point in the spreading 
of the fever has been passed. At the same time sanitary 
work is in full blast. 

Col. W. lL. Pitcher, through the genial Chaplain G. J. War- 
ing, of the 11th Cav., entertained a large number of Convent 
children from Havana at the post pavilion recently. Prof. 
Max Muller's band rendered music for the occasion. The 
military automobiles were used for showing the children the 
post, and in the evening all watched the parade, after which 
the children gave three cheers for old glory and departed. 
Visitors to Camp Columbia are always royally entertained 
by the officers as well as by the enlisted men. 

Capt. B. F. Hardaway, 17th Inf., has returned to his sta- 
tion in Cuba after a visit in the States. Capt. and Mrs. 
Matthew E. Saville and children are again in Camp Columbia, 
having returned from a long visit in the States, where Captain 
Saville was undergoing medical observation. He is much bet- 
ter in health. Capt. A. W. Bjornstad, 28th Inf., and wife 
have returned from the United States and have gone to the 
Captain’s station at Guanajay. 

The friends of Capt. and Mrs. F. P. Elliott are happy over 
their return from the States. Mrs. Walter T. Bates, wife of 
Captain Bates, 27th Inf., is again in Camp Columbia, after a 
several months’ visit in the United States. Mrs. Walter S. 
Drysdale, wife of Lieutenant Drysdale, 17th Inf., has joined 
her husband at Ciego de Avila. She has been in the States 
visiting at Fort MePherson, Ga. 

Capt. William F. Martin, 5th Inf., has returned to Cuba 


and joined his organization at Cardenas. Lieut. Karl Trues- 
dale, 5th Inf., accompanied by his wife, has returned to Sagua 
la Grand from a visit to the States. Lieut. W. L. Guthrie, 
C.E., with his wife, has arrived in Camp Columbia after an 
extended visit north. 


ARMY STATIONS. 


We omit the table of stations of the Army this week. 
There are no changes since the list was published in our 
issue of Sept. 21, 1907, pages 75 and 76. 


FOREIGN ITEMS OF INTEREST. 


A return of casualties to ships on the British navy list 
during the year ended Dec. 31, 1906, has been issued as 
a Parliamentary paper. The casualties include all cases 
of collision or grounding, and casualties to machinery, 
and the return shows the date, the name, and class of the 
ship damaged, the nature of the accident, time under re- 
pair, and the result of any inquiry that may have been 
held into the circumstances, specifying if a court-martial 
was held. The number of casualties, including those 
which happened to destroyers, submarines, special service 
vessels, and other small craft was 74, and the casualties 
to machinery nine. Of the above casualties 14 happened 
te battleships, 15 to cruisers, 23 to destroyers, 14 to tor- 
pedoboats, and the remainder to other classes of vessels. 

The French armored cruiser Edgard Quinet, of 13,780 
tons and 36,000 indicated horse-power, giving her an esti- 
mated speed of twenty-three knots, was successfully 
launched at Brest, Sept. 21. 

Experimeats were recently made in coaling the destroy- 
ers of the British Mediterranean Fleet from battleships. 
The results were as follows, fifteen tons of coal being got 
on board in each case: Queen—destroyer went alongside, 
8:33 a.m.; first bag in, 8:39; last bag in, 8:47; de- 
stroyer moved off, 8.49. Venerable—destroyer alongside, 
8:26; first bag in, 8:27; last bag, 8:42; destroyer moved 
off, S:44. Formidable—destroyer alongside, 8:30; first 
bag in, 8:35; last bag, 8:40; destroyer moved off, 8:51. 
The actual times for coaling were: Queen, eight min- 
utes; Venerable and Formidable, fifteen minutes each. 

It is stated that the French cavairy divisions are at 
present “heavy” and “‘light,” the former consisting of 
four cuirassier and two dragoon regiments, and the lat- 
ter of four hussar or chasseur and two dragoon regi- 
ments. ‘She cavalry committee consider that this classi- 
fication is no longer necessary. The cavalry fight will, 
in future, be of but short duration. A heavy cavalry di- 
Vision will not always be at hand to batter the hostile 
cavalry, and it is therefore considered better to distribute 
the cuirassiers amongst all the divisions, so as to give 
them greater power of impetus. 

When the work of fitting the new experimental steer- 
ing engine in the British battleship Dreadnought is com- 
pleted, the vessel will be docked to have another set of 
propellers fitted. It will be remembered that after the 
Dreadnought had completed her steam trials there was a 
considerable falling off in her speed. It was thought that 
the deficiency could be met by the provision of a new set 
of propellers, but when these were fitted, the subsequent 
tests showed that her speed was still less than that at- 
tained on the original trials. Now a third set of propel- 
lers is to be fitted, in the hope of regaining the lost speed. 

A Parliamentary committee appointed to inquire into 
the canteen and victualing of the British navy has report- 
ed that “the real defect in the government ration in the 
fleet is its inherent monotony. We therefore recommend 
a standard ration, value 6d. a day, with a messing al-

10d. a day, and the savings system.” Other points in the 
report are as follows: It would cost more than $750,000 
a year to extend the daily ration by one penny. There 
will be extra issues of food in time of war or other ex- 
ceptional circumstances. 

The new British military dirigible balloon which made 
its first ascent Sept. 10 had a second successful trial at 
Aldershot Sept. 30. The evolutions in the air totaled six- 
teen miles, and the airship attained a speed of twelve 
miles an hour, it is reported, against the wind. The 
longest period in the air, not held by ropes, was fifty- 
seven minutes. 

Five men were killed and four men and two women 
were injured by the explosion of a shrapnel] shell at Wil- 
lhelmshaven, Germany, Sept. 21, while ammunition was 
being unloaded at the artillery depot. 

It is stated by the Revue d’Artillerie-that Sweden or- 
dered a portion of her new artillery matériel from the 
Krupp works. About one-third of the matériel has been 
made at Essen, and the rest has been constructed in Swe- 
dish works. Four regiments out of the six which Sweden 
possesses are now armed with the new 75 mm. matériel, 
and a fifth regiment has half of its guns and ammuni- 
tion wagons. It may, therefore, be anticipated, with 
some confidence, that the whole of the Swedish artillery 
will be armed with the Q.-F. 75 mm. gun in the course of 
the present year. ‘

crete and masonry, while the side walls are 
37 feet thick at the bottom, gradually di- 
minishing to 10 feet at low water level. 
The dock possesses many features which 
are entirely unique amongst Far Eastern 
docks, these including covered-in passage 


ways with easy gradients leading to differ- 
ent parts of the dock’s sides. 


One thing which greatly interested for- 
eign observers at the recent maneuvers of 
the Germany army was the war-house used 
by the Emperor. It consists of one story, 
and contains a reception-room, the Kaiser’s 
bedroom, a bedroom for the suite, and a 
bathroom. It is built of wood and asbes- 
tos, with double walls, hot air circulating 
between. The structure takes three hours 
to erect, and requires twenty-four carts to 
carry the sections. 

Following are said to be the details’ of 
the latest battleships, two in number, or- 
dered for the Japanese navy: 20,800 tons, 
20 knots, 20,000 horsepower, ten 12- inch 
guns, twenty-four 15 cm. quick-firers, 
twelve-pounders, and 47 mm. guns, eight 
torpedo tubes—four in water and four 
above. The cost of the vessels is estimated 
at over ten million yen, $5,110,000, each. 
The construction of these battleships will 
probably be started early next year. 

The Peruvian government has bought 
for $50,000 the Italian cruiser Dogali, 
which has been renamed Callao. The Do- 
gali is an old ship, launched at Elswick, 


Mngland, in 1886, and bought by Italy in 
1887. Her tonnage is 2,088, length 250 


feet, beam 57. She is built of steel, arma- 
ment of six 6-inch guns, nine 6-pound 
quick-firers and six machine guns, twin 
screw, 17 2-3 to 19 2-3 knots’ speed. 

The London Tribune prints a statement 
that the British Admiralty is considering 
a new form of marine engine, which the 
inventor, F. Maltman, asserts will revolu- 
tionize the navigation of the whole world. 
It resembles the turbine, with important 
differences. It claims to be able to drive 
a torpedoboat a hundred miles an hour, 
which we shall believe when we see it. 

According to a Presidential decree of 
July 1, 1907, the number of batteries of 
the French home army is laid down at 101 
foot artillery batteries, 433 field, 14 moun- 
tain, and 52 horse artillery batteries, or 
altogether, 600 batteries; in addition there 
are 8 foot and 12 horse artillery batteries 
stationed out of France, or altogether 20 
batteries, thus bringing the total number 
of batteries of the French army up to 620: 

German newspapers recently published 
the amount of the German losses in South- 
west Africa. ‘The campaign has lasted 
three and one-half years, and during that 
time 62 officers and 614 men died on the 
field of battle ; 26 officers and 663 men died 
of disease ; 2 ‘officers and 24 men are miss- 
ing, and 89 officers and 818 men were 


wounded. Making altogether a total loss of 
179 officers and 2,169 men. From 1903 to 
1907, 88 actions were fought with the Her- 
reros and 207 against the Hottentots. The 
war has cost more than one-thousand mil- 
lion marks. 





Longmans, Green and Co. will publish 
early in the autumn a volume of reminis- 
cences written by the late Gen. John Eaton, 
of which the title is “Grant, Lincoln, and 
the Ireedmen.’’ The book touches upon 
many educational and political interests 
connected with General Eaton’s remarkable 
career as United States Commissioner of 
Education from 1870-1886, but the empha- 
sis is laid upon the earlier phases of his 
work during the Civil War, when General 
Eaton, acting under instructions issued by 
Grant, Lincoln, and the War Department, 
took charge of the army of refugee negroes 
which flocked for protection to the Union 
forces. The maintenance of a rudimentary 
public school system by the Union Army 
during the conflict is one of the most in- 
teresting phases of the work which Gen- 
eral Eaton superintended. His book con- 
tains many anecdotes and characterizations 
of Lincoln, Grant, and other figures of the 
period.
